Mimic Fight Over City 
Bowl to Be Starting 
Signal at Party 


WASHINGTON, May 28. «>)—A 
contempt sitation against Dr. F. E. 
Townsend and two of his old age 
pension aides was voted today by 
the house with instructions that 
the ca,se be turned over to the 
United States district attorney for 
action. 

The standing vote on the con¬ 
tempt resolution was 271 to 41. 

Those named with Townsend 
were the Rev. Clinton Wunder of 
New York and J. B. Kiefer of 
Chicago. 

Scores Protest 

A score or more members sup¬ 
ported Representative Monaghan 
(D., Mont.), in efforts to stop 
house approval of the resolution 
submitted by Chairman Bell (D., 
Mo.), of the committee investi¬ 
gating old age pensions plans. 

Amid considerable confusion be¬ 
fore the vote. Representative 
Blanton (D., Tex.), insisted any 
contempt action against the old 
age pension leader should be tried 
m the house instead of in a fed¬ 
eral court. 

“There is a contempt action 
against the house and should be 
punished by the house,” Blan¬ 
ton said. 

Speaker Byrns ruled Blanton 
out of order on the ground that 
only a committee report, and not 
a resolution calling for action, had 
been submitted. 

Tries Three Times 

Monaghan was ruled out of 
order on his contention the Inves¬ 
tigating committee had exceeded 
its authority and “tried to make 
criminals out of witnesses.” 

Three times Monaghan appealed 
from the speaker’s rulings on par¬ 
liamentary points of order and 
each time Byms was overwhelm¬ 
ingly sustained. 

Leslie C. Garnett, the United 
States attorney, has said the 
Townsend case could not reach 
trial at this terra of court and has 
been set for November for the 
hearing. 

There was scattered applause in 
the chamber and some in the gal¬ 
leries when the clerk read the sec¬ 
tion of the committee’s report 
describing Dr. Townsend’s defi¬ 
ance of the committee. 

Among the spectators was the 
Rev. Gerald K. Smith, leader of 
the Share the Wealth movement 
started by the late Sen.

It was Smith 
who walked arm in arm with 
Townsend out of the hearing room 
last Thursday and rushed the doc¬ 
tor to Baltimore in a taxicab.

An¬ 
other bomb, at 5:30 p. m. will al¬ 
ready have warned them. The 
planes will approach the bowl at 
about 5:45 p. m. to reconnoiter. At 
exactly 6 p. m. they will return 
and circle the bowl three times, 
dropping flowers on each round. 

Band to Play 

The Auxiliary and Royal Neigh¬ 
bors drill teams, under direction of 
Mrs. Russell Hardcastle and Mrs. 
I. H. Pennington, will march into 
the bowl at 6 p. m., to music fur- 
ni.shed by the municipal band, 
which will don ate its services. 

Following the raid on the bowl 
the airplane .squadron will return 
to the airport. With a police es¬ 
cort the fliers and their pas.sen- 
gers then will drive by automobile 
back to the bowl to take part in 
the giant barbecue and lawn 
party.

CHUNGKINf!, Szechwan Prov¬ 
ince, China, May 28, (.'Pi Di.s- 
patches from the Tiberian border 
reported today 500 Buddhist 
prie.sts were .slain ny Comnuini.st 
troop.s invading Sikang prov¬ 
ince. 

Vernacular new.spaper.s .said the 
Nona, or "living Binldha” of east¬ 
ern Tibet, turned traitor to Chi¬ 
na, enabling the Communist 
hordes to enter .Sikang under Gen. 
Hsiao Kch, Gen. Ho Lung and 
Gen. Chu Teh. 

Sei/,e 5000 Kifles 

Instead of taking precautionary 
measures against the invaders, 
dispatches .said, th ■ Buddha who 
had the title of pacification com¬ 
mi.ssioner on the Sikang-Szech- 
wan frontier, seized 5000 rifles 
from the local militia and fled. 

Infuriated natives of Chunghwa 
were reported to have captured 
the “living Buddha” and handed 
him over, with the .stolen rifles, 
to the Communists, who made 
him a prisoner. 

Vernacular newspapers .said 
panic prevailed throughout the 
Sulching and Chungwa districts 
while Communists killed Buddhi.st 
priests who prayed ineffectually 
for mercy. 

After the slaying, dispatches 
said, the Communists <'hanged 
their tactics in order to win favor 
with the .Sikang province popu¬ 
lace, offering protection to the 
Lama monks, granting the people 
religious freedom anil promising 
them food,

One commander of the Chinese 
government forces, moving against 
the f.'ommunist campaigners, .said 
100,000 loyal Nationalist troops 
were engaged against 50,000 Com¬ 
munist soldiers along the borders 
of Sikang and Szechwan prov¬ 
inces. 

Owing to bad communications, 
lack of food and the ,severe wea¬ 
ther prevailing, however, this com¬ 
mander .said, the loyal Chine.se 
forces were unable to make much 
headway. 

The Communists were reported 
to have established new headquar¬ 
ters in Toa F'u, Lu How and Kan 
Yiu, where they menaced the 
provinces of Kansu and Tsinghai 
in northwest China proper.

Ilion, N. Y., police .said 100 uni¬ 
formed private detectives who had 
been sent to guard the Reming¬ 
ton Rand plant had been recalled 
by company officials who said it 
would reopen today. 

The guards were described by 
police as h.aving received a "hos¬ 
tile greeting" when they walked 
through the downtown streets and 
as having difficulty finding taxi¬ 
cab operators and bus drh'ers to 
take them from the town. 

.Arrest Thri'c 

Three men were arrested on a 
charge of a.s.saiilting a worker at 
the plant which was .surrounded 
by 1000 pickets. 

Dallas police patrolled ta.xi com¬ 
pany offices after two pas.sengers 
had been jerked from taxis by 
sympathizers with 600 striking 
cab drivers. All movement of cabs 
stopped. 

At Providence, R. I., the Roch- 
ambeau Worsted company was 
closed after 250 workers voted to 
strike because, they .said, a woman 
employe had been discharged be- 
cau.se her machine broke down.

The spokesman dec lared: “It has 
lieen known for the past few clays 
that a fictitious pojmlar uprising 
was tieing prepared on the At¬ 
lantic coast tending to oust the 
civil authorities in that section. 

“Thi.s uprising was intended as 
the beginning of a vebellion 
against the constitutional govern¬ 
ment presided over by President 
Juan B. Saca.sa. 


NEW YORK, May 28. (.Pi - John 
Fiorenza was convicted today of 
murder in the first degree in the 
bath tub slaying of Mrs. Nancy 
Evans Titterton. Tlie jury delib¬ 
erated more than 18 hours. Its 
verdict carries the death penalty. 

Judge Charles G. Nott, jr., .said 
he would sentence Fiorenza on 
June 5. He turned then to the 
jurors. 

“You need never have any scru¬ 
ples aixiut this verdict,” he said. 
"U was not only justified, but ab- 
.solutely necc.s.sary under the evi¬ 
dence. It is a .shocking crime and 
you have done a public service." 

Mrs. Titterton. wife of a radio 
executive, was strangled and at¬ 
tacked in her Beckman place 
aiiartment on Good Friday, 
April 10. 

Fiorenza. 21, an ujiholsterer’s 
helper, was accused of calling at 
the apartment during the morn¬ 
ing on the pretense of inquiring 
about repairing a love seat. TTie 
state charged--and the police pro¬ 
duced at the trial a confession he 
signed that he forced his atten¬ 
tions on Mrs. Titterton, threw her 
on a bed, strangled her and then 
threw her body into a bathtub.

The Michigan Democratic con¬ 
gressional committee began draft¬ 
ing legislation to allow the agents 
to investigate all the .secrets and 
activities of the organization and 
take action. 

“Mr. J. Edgar Hoover,” an¬ 
nounced Repre.sentative Sadowski, 
chairman of the committee, “has 
.said that apparently no federal law 
has been violated. If one has not 
then we .shall make every effort 
to pass one that will cover it.”

Orange county, five sanitaiy dis- 
lilcts and nine county cities were 
named defendants today in one of 
the largest composite tax protest 
actions ever to be filed in the su¬ 
perior court here. 

The suits are for repayment of 
taxes paid under protest by the 
Southern California Telephone 
company, and involve a total claim 
of $50,775.21. It cost the com¬ 
pany $105 to file the suits. 

In its suit against the county, 
the phone company asks return 
of $35,185,00. It lists the amount 
of its service and building asse.ss- 
ments as basis for the suit. 

Other county utilities also paid 
their taxes under protest, and may 
file similar suits in the near future

Kanioijs Bell rock was to ring 
today at the Bowers Memorial 
museum g^rounds. 

Yesterday the huge piece of 
granite, weighing between six and 
seven tons, was moved from Bell 
canyon to the museum by men di¬ 
rected by County Boad Superin¬ 
tendent Nat Neff. 

The rock, which gives off a 
ringing sound when struck, will 
be placed near the center of the 
museum grounds between the 
fountain and the main entrance.

Officers in command of the Brit¬ 
ish forces reported they had suf¬ 
fered no casualties in the brisk 
clash. 

The shooting brought the death 
list for the day to four. Flarlier 
in the day a British policeman was 
wounded fatally In the old city of 
Jeiusalem. 

The policeman, shot in the stom¬ 


ach, died soon after being removed 
to a ho.spital. 

Earlier in the day. with calm 
apparently restored to Palestine, 
by the rigorous British campaign 
against terrorists throughout the 
Holy Land, police had discarded 
their steel helmets in favor of sun 
hats.

My first 
month s business, as a matter of 
fact, averaged about 17 cents a 
gallon for retail, or 5 cents a quart 
milk.” 

Today J. T. Raitt no longer 
owns the Raitt dairy. It is being 
operated by another firm.

Rabbit Raising, agricultural ex¬ 
tension service circular No. 9. is 
in print and may be obtained free 
from the farm advisor's office 
here. This circular has been re¬ 
vised and brought up to date. It 
derls with the selection of breed 
and principles of breeding; 
hutches, runways and general ar¬ 
rangement of the plant: feeds and 
feeding: care and management; 
diseases and remedies, insects and 
other parasites; preparing rabbits 
for market, marketing, costs and 
returns; and practices to pursue 
and those to avoid. 

Speaking of the importance of 
the rabbit industry, the circular 
says no state produces as many 
rabbits as does California, where 
in the southern part of the state 
about 2,00 tons of rabbit meat 
are marketed annually.

Her height niusl nut tie more 
than 5 feet I, nor may she 
weigh more than I’tO pounds. 

She must not lx- more than 
26 years old. 

She must have an engaging 
IM-rsonalitv, lx- solieitous of the 
eomforl of others and eapable 
of performing a variety of 
tasks, from e.vpiaining the fun¬ 
damentals of aerial navigation 
to helping change a diaix-r. 
riiev (in to School 

One of the air lines operates a 
.school to poli.sh its stewardesses, 
classes going into such things as 
pa.sBenger pychology, how to make 
air travelers comfortable, serving 
lunches and answering questions 
about the geography of the route 
flowm. 

The stewardess must be a regis¬ 
tered nur.se, explains an air line 
repre.sentative, ”becau.se the in.sti- 
tutionaily trained girl has an 
under.standing of discipline and a 
knowledge of how to deal with the 
public that is required in the job 
of stewardess.” 

The stewarde.ss may not be 
“beautiful but dumb.” 

Conversationalists F'avored 

She must have sen.se enough to 
be able to carry her end of almo.st 
any conver.sation. She must have 
poi.se in the presence of the great 
and near great, for many in these 
cla.ssifications travel by air—poli¬ 
ticians and movie stars, opera 
singers and captains of indu.stry. 

The ranks of the.se aerial Jaque- 
lines-of-all-trades are constantly 
being depleted by that quick bank- 
and-tum which lands women in 
front of altars. .Says an air line 
official: 

”A majority of the stewarde.s.ses 
who have given up their work to 
become housewives have married 
pilots, while several others have 
married pa.s.sengcrs.”

Rancho Canon de Santa Ana Granted 
To Don Bernardo Yorba in 1834 


(In an effort to acquaint residents of Orange county with some 
of their most-prized historic possessions. The Journal is publish¬ 
ing a series of daiiy articles on county landmarks. Today’s article 
tells about Rancho Canon de Santa Ana.—Editor.) 


LONDON', May 28. (A8—Prime 
Minister Stanley Baldwin today 
.set .May 12, 1937, as the day on 
which King Edward VIII will be 
formally invested with the author¬ 
ity of the Briti.sh throne in a cen¬ 
turies-old coronation ceremony. 

Active preparations will begin 
at once for the vast array of page¬ 
antry and ceremonial that will 
mark the event, which will reach 
its climax in Westminister Abbey 
when the archbi.shop of Canter¬ 
bury places the famous jewelled 
crown upon the king’s head. 

Royalty to ik' There 

For I.cndon the ceremony will 
mean the inflii.x of several hun¬ 
dred thou.sands of vi.sitors from 
all parts of the world. It is ex¬ 
pected 10 ruling kings and queens, 
in full regalia, together with I.IO 
or more Indian princes in pictures¬ 
que costume, will be the nation's 
guests. 

Every dominion and colony will 
have its envoys pre.sent. Every 
foreign country wiil be repre¬ 
sented. 

To .share the pomp and color of 
the occasion, at least 3,000,000 
people are expected to line the 
route of the royal processions 
which will open and conclude the 
coronation. 

Six white horses wiil draw the 
king's gilded coach from Buck¬ 
ingham palace to the abbey, thence 
eastward through the old city to 
the mansion hou.se and back, 

Windows overlooking this route, 
which pa.s.ses Trafalgar .square, 
along the strand and down lin¬ 
den's famous Fleet street past St. 
Paul's, even now are being hawked 
at high prices.

ried. 

Most of the old Canon de 
Santa Ana grant is still in the 
hands of descendants of Don 
Prudencio Yorba, a grandson of 
Don Bernardo. 


Rancho Canon de Santa Ana, 
of three leagues, was granted 
to Don Bernardo Yorba in 1834. 
It was patented to him in 1866 
for 13,328.53 acres. It was 
granted to him by Governor Fig¬ 
ueroa, for whom Figueroa street 
in Los Angeles was named. 

Don Bernardo was a son of 
Don Antonio Yorba, grantee of 
the Rancho Santiago de Santa 
Ana, who came to San Diego in 
1769 as part of the first expedi¬ 
tion to enter California, under 
Don Caspar de Portola. 

The Pleasants history of Or¬ 
ange county records the fact 
that it was Don Bernardo Yorba 
who built the fine old adobe 
hou.se which stood, until a few 
years ago. on the mesa overlook¬ 
ing the Santa Ana river, above 
the town of Olive.

An Important Half Century 

S ANTA ANA is young—just entering the bloom of its 
youth—witli only Fifty Years of growth among the 
great cities and valleys of the Southland Empire. 

And yet those Fifty Years are full of great signifi¬ 
cance. They are enriched by the conversion of a vast, un¬ 
developed region into the richest county per capita in the 
United States—and by the rise of a thriving, modern city 
from a handful of pioneer homes. 

It is in recognition of this stirring achievement that 
The Journal today publishes its commemorative edition of 
Santa Ana’s Golden Jubilee. 

The reasons for Santa Ana’s amazing growth are not 
hard to understand. The city is the natural capital for the 
world famous agricultural, industrial, and recreational 
regions which gird it on every side. 

Pioneers first drove their covered wagons here, lured 
by the magnetic pull of a rich, new country. They sought 
primarily broad acres for cattle and crops. 

Then, having settled down, they found that the all- 
year sunny and mild climate made life more pleasant than 
it is back across the continental divide. They enjoyed the 
nearness of California’s finest beaches and the canyons and 
peaks of the coast range. And they fell in love with the 
glamour of the old Spanish mission and haciendas, steeped 
in the traditions of the Dons. 

As the character of agriculture changed, with field 
crops and grazing land giving place to green citrus and 
walnut groves, another influx of newcomers resulted. The 
discovery of oil brought more settlers, with derricks rising 
like forests over some of California’s most productive 
pools. 

This growth was gradual. But suddenly—almost 
overnight, as it were—the world awoke to the tremendous 
recreational and vacation possibilities of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. Wealthy and retired easterners flocked in to make 
their homes on the beaches, amid the orange trees and 
palms, or in the mountainous hinterland. Orange county 
profited more than most by this population rush. The 
census totals swelled. 

Booms alternated with depressions—but Progress 
marched unfalteringly ahead— 

That is the Santa Ana of today. Not the largest city 
on the Pacific slope, but one which glorifies the American 
institutions of home-making and good citizenship. One 
which has a high per cent of happy hearths and educated, 
cultured dwellers. 

Santa Ana is young. The past is just a short episode. 
But brief as it is—it is encouraging, inspiring—and a bril¬ 
liant augury for the years to come.

G-Men vs. Lynchinjj 

T AWLESSNESS presents a gloomy picture these days 
-LI in the news columns. In Oklahoma a mob of 200 at¬ 
tempts to lynch a 19-year-old girl. In Michigan, the 
Black Legion masquerading as a patriotic society, is re¬ 
vealed to have been responsible for a brutal murder and 
a reign of terror. 

A state police investigation indicates that this in¬ 
tolerant secret organization was also responsible for other 
murders, disguised as “suicides.” 

There is ample justification—yes, necessity—for an 
expansion of federal police power to the end that we may 
stamp out mob violence as we have stamped out kidnaping. 
In the last 54 years, lynch mobs have slain 5,000 men and 
women. 

And since the spring of 1935, when the senate shelved 
the Wagner-Costigan anti-lynching law, there have been 
25 actual lynchings, and 118 attempted lynchings, nar¬ 
rowly averted—like the one yesterday in Oklahoma.

Santa Ana, on its .“iOth birthday, 
is a well rounded city in respect 
to industries, agriculture, public 
institutions, business and cultural 
life. From tiny beginnings, when 
only the e.ssentials of life were 
here, it has grown rapidly, and 
with its growth has come the ad¬ 
dition of facilities and advantages 
needed by a larger city. 

The population has grown from 
771 in 1880, to an estimated 34,179 
in 1935. 

Some of the facts about Santa 
Ana, taken from chamber of com¬ 
merce records, show the follow¬ 
ing: 

The average rainfall, checked 
between 1928 and 1935, is 12 
inches per year. 

Mean Temperatures 

Mean temperatures in the same 
period showed the maximum in 
the 12 months as follows: Jan¬ 
uary, 79: Feburary, 80; March, 92; 

April, 80 May, 78; June, 76: July, 

96; August, 88; September, 92; 

October, 88; November, 98, and 
December, 82. Minimum tempera¬ 
tures were as follows: January, 

34; February, 37; March, 42: April, 

44; May, 40; June, 49; July, 52; 

August, 49; September, 52; Oc¬ 
tober, 48; November, 38, and De¬ 
cember, 38.

Santa Ana are the Santa Fe and 
Southern Pacific railroads. Pacific 
Electric railway. Motor Transit 
and Gi'cyhound stages, and the 
Santa Ana Bus lines for local traf¬ 
fic. « 

Rich Farming (.'enter 

Santa Ana is the center of a 
rich farming country. Citrus, wal¬ 
nut and other packing houses are 
located in the city or nearby. A 
wide variety of agricultural prod¬ 
ucts is raised in the vicinity, in¬ 
cluding sugar beets, lima beans, 
grain, livestock, chili peppers, to¬ 
matoes, berries, persimmons and 
avocados. 

More and more, discriminating 
people are realizing the advantages 
of Santa Ana and vicinity as a 
place to live. The recreation fa¬ 
cilities here and within short driv¬ 
ing distance are unexcelled. 

Within Santa Ana itself are two 
major parks, in addition to the 
municipal bowl which serves a va¬ 
riety of recreational purposes.

It is believed that if this 
move is properly organized and 
presented, a value of .'510.000 to 
830,000 an acre can be built into

Located in the ajipioximate cen¬ 
ter of Orange county's population, 
.Santa Ana in recent years has de¬ 
veloped as one of the Southland's 
outstanding retail business cities. 
From the northern boundary of 
the county to its .southern edge, 
it is only a few minutes' plca.sant 
drive to reach the many attrac¬ 
tive shops evhich Santa Ana pro¬ 
vides. 

Santa Ana and vicinity are 
pointing toward a development of 
high class residential areas.

name "Orange" was selected, not 
so much because of the citrus 
product, but to sooth injured feel¬ 
ings of residents of the city of 
Orange, who wished the county 
seat to be located in their com¬ 
munity. 

The bill was signed by Gover¬ 
nor Waterman on March 11, 1889, 
and .shortly thereafter a vote was 
called for ratification of the ac¬ 
tion, as a majority expression was 
nece.ssary for the move. County 
division carried ovei'whelraingly, 
with 2,509 citizens voting tor the 
action and only 500 against. Prin¬ 
cipal feeling against the separa¬ 
tion was in the Anaheim district, 
where residents felt that the coun¬ 
ty line should be moved further 
northward than the point selected. 

Governor Waterman had ap¬ 
pointed a board of five to work 
out organization of the county and 
carry out the election plans. On 
this board were J. W. Towmer, 
Santa Ana; J. H. Kellom, Tustin; 
A. Cauldwcll, Orange; W. M. Mc- 
Fadden, Placentia, and R. Q. Wick¬ 
ham, Garden Grove. 

One month later another elec¬ 
tion was held, this time to select 
a county .seat, and Santa Ana 
easily won the plum, being the 
largest center of population in the

Orange received 775.

Orange county is a county today 
because trains went to Los An¬ 
geles at the wrong hour of the 
day. And probably came back too 
late for tired travelers to get their 
suppers before going to bed. 

In the late lS80's the district 
now comprising Oiange county 
had grown to .such an extent that 
residents felt they .should step out 
and form their own county. A 
trip to Los Angeles to pay taxes 
and tran.sact other neces.sary busi- 
ne.ss was almost ;in adventure, and 
leaving time of the two daily 
trains was ill-suited to those wish¬ 
ing to vi.sit the metropolis on busi¬ 
ness. 

So old-timers of this portion of 
what was then Los Angeles coun¬ 
ty started out to obtain their own 
government, led by W. H. Spur¬ 
geon and James McFadden. 

It was a battle of wits with Los 
Angeles politicians. Clever lobby¬ 
ing at Sacramento by the two 
leaders in the fight, playing San 
Franci.sco's wi.sh for .supremacy 
against Los Angeles, and use of a 
considerable fund collected for the 
purpo.se finally brought about 
signing of a bill entitled "An act 
to create the County of Orange." 

Historians point out that the 


In 1886, when Santa Ana was in 
the process of incorporation. Gar¬ 
den Grove, with a population of 
several hundred, was turning out 
large annual shipments of grapes, 
poultry, chili and beans. 

The town had its beginning in 
1877, when it was laid out by Dr. 
A. G. Cook, who had bought a 
tract of land on which it founded 
three years before. Dr. Cook and 
Converse Howe were the father* 
of the city. 

Due to the abundance of apri¬ 
cots, apples, oranges, lemons, rais¬ 
ins, nuts, corn and alfalfa raised in 
the vicinity, the little town had a 
steady growth until 1893, when its 
population numbered 400. 

The vicinity always has raised 
large amounts of eggs and truck 
products, and has had a comfort¬ 
able progress. Its population has 
increased five-fold in the last 30 
years. 


ony site established vVestminsicr 
67 years ago. The colony was 
founded by the Rev. Lemuel I’ 
Webster, who came to Southern 
California in 1869 for that purpose. 

The land for the townsite was 
bought from the Stearns Ranchos 
company, 6500 acres at $13 an 
acre, and later sold to the settlers 
at the same price. 'I'hc first hou.se 
was built in the colony in .Novem¬ 
ber, 1870. The city was not incor¬ 
porated, but until 1878 meetings 
were held regularly among the col¬ 
ony members and minutes were 
kept. 

The mainstay of Westminster 
always has been agriculture, of the 
truck crop variety. Fir.st crops 
were mainly barley, corn and 
pumpkin-s. Oranges failed, because 
of the alkali in the soil. Today 
large beet, bean and alfalfa fields 
surround the community.

Southern California boosters who 
predict great increases in popula¬ 
tion sometimes are laughed at. 
The funny part of it is that usually 
their predictions are too low. In 
1886, when Santa Ana w'as incor¬ 
porated, its population was about 
2000. In 1900 it was 4933, and in 
1920 it was 15,485. 

Linn L. Shaw, prominent Santa 
Ana developer, predicted in 1920 
that Santa Ana would have a 
population of 25,000 by 1930. The 
federal census of 1930 showed a 
population of 30,332.

In the early days the 
condensed milk factory, founded 
by the Bixby interests, was the 
mainstay of the city, and in later 
years the sugar beet industry has 
sustained it. The sugar beet ac¬ 
tivity followed the building of the 
Alamitos factory. 

Today crops have largely turned 
to the truck variety, although su¬ 
gar beets, dairy, chicken and berry 
activities are pronounced.

In his numerous references to 
"Garden Spots of America,” a cer¬ 
tain very well known radio an¬ 
nouncer has not yet, to the writ¬ 
er's knowledge, mentioned the 
real "Garden Spot of -America. " 

I am sure if he should take but 
A few minutes to study the history 
Dt this littie county he would be 
thrilled with its early romances 
and colorful ever-changing prog¬ 
ress. 

It was less than 50 years ago 
that a little area, because of in¬ 
adequate transportation facilities, 
petitioned the legislature for a 
division from its mother county, 
the great Los Angeles. To the 
old timers it must be difficult to 
realize that a trip of one hour by 
automobile will now take one from 
the court house in Orange county 
to the court house in Los Angeles 
county. 

To fully appreciate the agricul¬ 
tural progression of this unique 
area, one must visualize its in¬ 
habitants in the year 1776 '.hen 
Father Serra established the Mis¬ 
sion San Juan Capistrano. They 
were indolent tribes of indolent 
men with the mind of a child, dis¬ 
daining labor, and living on seeds 
and some wild game. The early 
Spanish missionaries in the short 
space of less than 60 years, made 
these people fair farmers and ar- 
tisions. By the year 1800, horses, 
rattle and sheep were plentiful. 

Ranchos Broken I'p 

The whole history of Orange 
county is a repetition of the proof 
that progress is made by meeting 
and conquering adversities. In 
the year 1863 the larger portion 
of the area now known as Orange 
county and comprising a haif 
million acres was held in enormous 
land grants, there being one Span¬ 
ish and some 15 Mexican grants 
in the area. A di-sastrous drouth 
during 1863-64 compeiled many of 
the owners of these early land ; 
grants to dispose of considerable 
portions of their holdings. There 
was a great transition to smaller 
tracts. Some of these small tracts 
were subdivided and towns laid 
out. This naturally resulted in a 
more intensive agriculture. With 
the settling by Arfiericans of me ; 
better lands close to these towns 
came much experimental planting. 
A freat diversity of fruits and 
vines were planted and all seemed 
to do well. 

The problem of water supply 
for irrigation was worked out by 
cooperative agreements and sev¬ 
eral large mutual water companies 
organized. Transportation facili¬ 
ties then became the limiting fac¬ 
tor and it was perhaps largely 
due to this fact that grapes were 
extensively planted, for they could 
be dried and shipped as raisins. 

That Raisin Blight 

California’s muscat raisin indus¬ 
try was so promising that all eyes 
were turned to this industry from 
1880 to 1886. Then followed an¬ 
other disastrous year. Instead of 
drouth it was an early rainfall 
which prevented proper drying of 
the raisins. This heaviest of all 
grape years was followed by a 
mysterious blight which killed the 
vines and baffled the scientists ’ 
who worked on the control of the 
disease. Another cycle had passed i 
in Orange county’s agriculture. I

In the next few years many vari- 
I eties of orange stock were brought 
j from all over the world. The first 
' carload of oranges from Orange 
county was shipped east in the 
' year 1883. By 1888 the variety 
, now known as the Valencia orange 
had shown its value and proved to 
! be the best for our coastal con¬ 
ditions. 

We are told that as late as 1900 
the total citrus acreage was less 
than 5000. The last report of the 
agricultural commissioner (1935) 
shows the total citrus acreage to 
be over 70,000. of which 61,000 
are Valencia oranges and 7000 
acres are lemons, there being only 
.small plantings of navel oranges, 
grapefruit and limes. 

Next in acreage and returns 
from tree crops come walnuts, 
avocados and persimmons. In 
field crops, lima beans are grown 
both on irrigated and unirrigated 
soil. Truck crops are rapidly 
gaining, and chili peppers, toma¬ 
toes and berries have attained the 
status of major crops. In fact, 
we find almost an all year-round 
production of those commodities 
which go to .nake up a delightful 
meal. Although Los Angeles fur- 
nushes a handy market, these 
commodities are shipped to all 
parts of the United States. Nearly 
every kind of grain, fruit, nut and 
vegetable of the temperate zone 
and many sub-tropical fruits pro¬ 
duce well in this Garden of Eden

It has been neces.sary that many 
things be done to foster ; nd per¬ 
petuate our agriculture. Early 
importations of nursery stock and 
budwood from all parts of th

also guarding intra-state .ship¬ 
ments. The.se .same agencies co¬ 
operate to eradicate pests, if 
found when first established, and, 
if eradication is impossible, to see 
that they are kept under proper 
control. 

The state department of agri¬ 
culture and the university, 
through its citrus experiment sta¬ 
tion. have even imported benefic¬ 
ial natural enemies of certain in¬ 
sect pests. Some of these bene¬ 
ficial insects have done wonder¬ 
ful work for the orchardists. The 
county agricultural commissioner 
is charged with the enforcement 
measures 


of many regulatory 
which are imposed for the protec¬ 
tion of agriculture. 

Cooperative marketing ha.s been 
given credit for much of the de¬ 
velopment of these great indus¬ 
tries in Southern California. The 
growers have further standard¬ 
ized their products by state law 
with the object of promoting the 
development of the industry and 
protecting the state's reputation 
in state, interstate and foreign 
markets.

under the Spanish flag. 

About 10 years before Santa 
Ana was founded, the town of 
Anaheim was established on a .sec¬ 
tion of land bought from Don 
Pacifico de Santa Ana. estab¬ 
lished under an early land grant 
to Don Jose Antonio Yorba and 
his nephew, Don Pablo Peralta, 
came the founding of three new 
towns, .Santa Ana, Tustin and Or¬ 
ange. 

.lust Cattle Range 

At the time Santa Ana was 
founded by \Vm. H. Spurgeon, the 
whole valley, excepting the small 
area fenced in at Anaheim, was 
open cattle range. Various Yorbas 
and Peraltas had their e.stabli.sh- 
ments, but each man's cattle 
seemed to wander where they 
would. There were no fences to 
stop them. 

At the .southwest corner of 
Santa Ana was an adobe ranch 
home known as El Refugio, which 
was one of the best known rancho 
headquarters in the scores of 
miles between l^os Angeles and 
San Diego. It was the property 
of Don Jose Sepulveda, a fore¬ 
most Mexican grandee of early 
California. While Don Jose main¬ 
tained a family home in IjOs An¬ 
geles, much of his time and the 
time of his relatives was put at 
El Refugio. 

At the northwest corner of 
what IS Santa Ana today were a 
few small adobes that probably 
ante-dated El Refugio. Don Jose 
Antonio Yorba had a corral and 
probably a slaughtering piai e lo¬ 
cated on the south side of the 
Santiago ( reek and east of the 
Santa Ana river. This small col¬ 
lection of adobes seems not to 
have been much more than 
herders’ homes, with a place 
where cattle might be worked. 
The products of the cattle bus¬ 
iness in the decades down to the 
60’s were largely hides and tallow. 
Meat was a secondary product 
throughout the Mexican rancho 
period. So this place near the 
junction of the creek and river 
may have been merely a place 
for skinning cattle and for reduc¬ 
ing their fat to tallow. 

El Refugio Different 

El Refugio was quite a differ¬ 
ent place. It was an adobe home, 
and gathered about it were small 
adobes occupied by vaqueros and 
others who had a part in Don 
Jose Sepulveda’s rancho enter¬ 
prise.

Not on Newport Line in 80’s 


This was a Godly community 
back in the 80’s. 

In 1888 the brothers James and 
William McFadden founded the 
Newport Wharf and Lumber com¬ 
pany, which had been in business 
since 1874, and three years later 
they expanded their business by 
building a railroad from here to 
Newport Beach, where their 
wharves were located. 

The company operated under the 
McFadden banner for 11 years, 
and in all that tirne the.se pioneers 
owned it, no tram ever ran on 


Newport bay on Saturday, it was 
a shame, but the Brothers McFad¬ 
den always would tell the same 
story, 

"As long as we operate this line 
no trains will run on Sunday!” 

Later the line was sold to Sena¬

Capistrano Mission Is County’s Most Historic Spot 


Santa Ana 


Doheny Park, or Capistrano 
Beach, is the scene of one of the 
largest real estate subdivisions in 
Orange county. 

Located high on the bluffs above 
the ocean between San Juan Cap- 
i.strano and San Clemente, on the 
Coa.st highway, the small com¬ 
munity. with a fine beach club and 
a modern fishing pier, is awaiting 
better times before further de¬ 
velopment takes place. 

The beautifully laid out .subdi¬ 
vision was sponsored by E. L. Do¬ 
heny. nationally known oil pro¬ 
ducer. and the Petroleum Securi¬ 
ties company. 

Situated nearby, at the inter¬ 
section of the Coast route and in¬ 
land highway from Santa Ana. is 
the small town of Serra. which 
touches the northern edge of the 
Doheny palisades. The town is 
mainly a shopping center for near¬ 
by ranchers and tourists.

San Juan Capistrano has rigrhtly 
been called the “birthplace of Or¬ 
ange county.” 

In the same year that the dec¬ 
laration of independence was 
aijrned a strugglinjic Rroup of Cath¬ 
olic priests established a small 
mission where the modern com¬ 
munity stands. It was the third 
mission of a long: chain linking; this 
county with Mexico, and was es¬ 
tablished Nov. 1, 1776. 

On that early date, when Or¬ 
ange county was unthought of. a 
winderness of desert, mustard 
fields and mountains, Father 
Junipero Serra founded the mis¬ 
sion. He chose a likely spot on El 
Camino Real. “The King’s High¬ 
way.” upon which travelers jour¬ 
neyed up and flown the coast, for 
the “Jewel of the Missions.” 

Steeped in History 
Situated in the mouth of San 
Juan canyon, within view of the 
ocean and Dana Point, famed in 
history, the old pueblo is still 
steeped in history, although a mod¬ 
em citnis growing and cattle rais¬ 
ing community. The tiny vilage 
struggled through many years of 
political warfare anrl officially be¬ 
came a pueblo in 1841, when the 
mission was flissolved and the 
lands turned over to the Indians. 

The mission itself came to an 
end Dec. 4. 184.5. when it W’as sold 
at public auction. Later, on March 
18 , 1865. the ancient builrlings were 
returned to the Catholic church as 
a special act by Presirlenf Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln. 

Thirty years afterwards loyal 
rcsiflebts of the community.started 
a rebuilfling camoaign. first un<ler 
f’harlos V. Liimmis an<I later un¬ 
der Father St. John O'Sullivan. 
Restoration of the (jpi adobe build¬ 
ings is still being carriefi on hy 
F'ather Arthur Hutchinsf>n. resi¬ 
dent prie.st at the mission 
CltniH, Cattle .Area 
Although at one time locatcl 
near well-paying mining districts, 
the community is now noted for 
its large citrus acreage, as well as 
many other agricultural products. 
Large ranfihes. remaining from 
original Sf»anish land grants, still 
furnish thousanfls of cattle each 
year for outsifie markets. 

Father Serra’s oI<I mission, now 
heautifully restorer! to almost an 
e.xact replica of its early b<‘auty. 
still remains one of the county’s 
showplaces anri is visited each 
year by thousanfls of visitors from 
almost every country in the work!. 


To the officials and the people of the City of Santa Ana, 
we join in hearty congratulations on the fiftieth anniversary 
of the incorporation of a municipality. Could we who live 
here have a worthier birthright? Should we not be proud 
of that fine spirit of honor and service which is interwoven 
with the hisrory of our city? Let us, with faith in God, in 
ourselves, and in our fellow-men, so bear ourselves that our 
city, tifty years hence, will reflect upon us the respect and 
devotion we now bestow upon the city fathers of a half cen¬ 
tury ago. 


One hundred and one .years ago 
Richard Henry Dana and his fel¬ 
low-sailors lowered great bundles 
of hides purchased from the San 
Juan Capistrano mission over the 
cliffs at Dana Point to their ship 
riding at anchor below. 

Today the hustoric bluff is the 
site for a city of the future. More 
than 12 miles of streets have been 
laid out. and magnificent homes 
are spared along the top. tlolf 
links, hotel, improvemenls and a 
telephone .system await home¬ 
builders on Dana Point. 

The Dana Point Syndicate, an 
incorporated land company, is guid¬ 
ing the destinies of the clty-to-be 
Already .several hundred persons 
live in the vicinity, and Dana 
Point gives promise of rapid 
growth.

Old Ghosts, Bandit Murders, 
and Buried Treasure Still 
Haunt San Juan Capistran< 


EIGHT YEARS BEFORE 
SANTA ANA WAS A CITY

“Ay! Ay! Aa-a-y!” wailed the 
' espanlo as Jose’s friend gave a 
mighty jump, knocking over the 
ba.sket of grapes and making a 
bee-line for the adobe wall at the 
.south end of the orchard. Clearing 
the wall at a bound the frightened 
youth took refuge in the adobe hut 
of the Indian Simon Meza nearby. 
Sinoe the moaning gho.st wa.s di¬ 
rectly between him and hi.s fleeing 
friend. Jo.se turned and ran for 
the far di.stant north wall of the 
orchard quite clo.se to the present 
Ortega highway, cleared it. and 
kept running. 

Too. there i.s the traiiitional 
black phajitom of the (!alle del 
i Obispo, a lonely figure in black

One night Don Juan and his 
I friends chased the ghostly foot- 
; steps down the hill, and where 
they ( eased a faint light was seen 
to flicker “siibiendo y bajando.” 
Excavating on the spot the Juane- 
noH uncovered two long necked 
very ancient Spanish wine bottles 
and a machete, or short sword, 
with its handle rotted away. 

“Bah!” said aged Fiicle Ra¬ 
mon, on learning of the e.vcava- 
tioii, “that was only the sign of 
the treasure—they *»hoiild have 
dug farther.” 

The Miguel Pan a adobe in the 
San Juan canyon is deserted com¬ 
pletely in favor of it.s ghost and 
to this day is called the “haunted 
hou.se.’’ while the 1794 Cadedo 
adobe near the stone church in San 
Juan is po.s.se.s.sed of mysterious 
blue lights and weird ghostly 
music. 

In San Juan even the dogs have 
their ghost.s principally the black 
dog phantom which for five or six 
decades used to run out and at¬ 
tack hor.sernen passing the hilltop ' 
cemetery near town.

That the treasures are burled

les and other chieftains. 

Bandits Kill ’49er« 
j On one occasion a little caravan 
' of American gold .seekers wa.s way- 
1 layed and plundered in the usual 
I merciie.ss manor by the bandidos 
an*l all the party killed ex(!ept one 
j woman who escaped amid the thick 
, mountain growth of the canyon 
j and vainly made her way inland, 
hoping to reach (Japistiano far 
over the hills to the northwest. 

Burning the wagons of the 
luckless immigrants, distribu¬ 
ting th(‘ gold, and burying the. 
tell-tale rings. uat(‘hes, and oth¬ 
er Jewelry to Im* dispos(>d ot 
later, as was their custom, the 
bandits spread out like a fun 
over the canyon In search of the 
woman. 

('oming upon the unfortunate 
.survivor m the thick underbrush 
: farther up in the (‘anyon the merci- 
; le.ss bandits determined to .slay 
' her and de.signated the San Juan 
Indian Conrado, a new and rather 
luke-warm addition to their band, 
to perform the dastardly act. Con¬ 
rado objected violently he would 
kill no woman why didn’t they

San Juan Relic of 
‘Big Rain’ Prized 
By Stephenson

A rainfall reeorci of 1883-1884, 
kept by Judge Richard Egan of 
San Juan Capistrano, is one of the 
historical relics prized by V. E. 
Stephenson of this city. Thi.s was 
the year of the greatest flood on 
record in Orange county. The rec¬ 
ord was given to Mr. Stephenson 
by John Cublx>n.

step by step the development of 
the telephone in Santa Ana has 
kept pace with the growth of the 
community, old records of the 
Southern California Telephone 
Company reveal. 

Research recently conducted at 
the request of Earl S. Morrow, 
veteran district manager of the 
company, show’s that the tele¬ 
phone first came into Santa Ana 
just four years after the city’s in¬ 
corporation. At that time, two 
telephone instruments were 
brought from Pennsylvania for 
private intercommunication be¬ 
tween a house and a barn on the 
Ran.some Reid property on East 
McFadden street. They were re¬ 
ported to have been useful, but 
were primitive and required a good 
deal of lung power ni their opera¬ 
tion. 

Charles S. Kelly. Santa Ana 
druggist, was the first messenger 
boy employed by the “telephone 
system" when the town boasted 
only one telephone. It wasn't until 
1S90 that an exchange service was 
established by the Sunset Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company. 

The telephone directory for the 
state of California in 1899, com¬ 
parable in size to the present book 
in Santa Ana, showed that there 
were 11 phones in Santa Ana. 
From this old directory, one learns 
that by calling "Black 241,” you 
got tile barkeeper at the Monarch 
saloon. 

From 1902 to 1918 there were 
two companies in Santa Ana, the 
Santa Ana Home Telephone and 
Telegraph Company and the Sun- 
.set Company. In the latter year 
the two companies were acquired 
by the Southern California Tele¬ 
phone Company. Today finds 
Santa Ana .served by one of the 
outstanding manually operated ex¬ 
changes in the .state, with an in¬ 
vestment of more than $1,600,000; 
with 72.50 telephones in service, 
and a switchboard handling 35,000 
calls every 24 hours.

Anaheim is the second oldest 
colony in California under Ameri¬ 
can occupation. There are older 
towns, but Anaheim is the second 
settlement founded by a group 
banded together as a colony. 

It had its beginnings in 1857. 
when several San Franci.sco Ger¬ 
mans. under the leadership of 
George Hansen, bought a tract of 
land in the Anaheim area amount¬ 
ing to 1165 acres, for the price of 
$2 an acre, with the purpose of 
establishing a colony. The col¬ 
onists, 50 shareholders, were in¬ 
corporated as the Los Angeles 
Vineyard company. 

What Name Means 

In 1858 the stockholders met in 
San Francisco, and after consid¬ 
erable discussion named the town- 
to-be “Anaheim,” meaning broad¬ 
ly, “home by the Santa Ana 
river.” The name was chosen in 
preference to “Anaberg," combin¬ 
ing “Ana.” for the Santa Ana 
river, and "berg” for the nearby 
mountains. Others have main¬ 
tained, however, that Anaheim 
means simply "Ana’s home,” for 
one of the early settlers. 

The city was divided into 50 
lots of 20 acres each, and 50 hou.se 
lots, with 14 additional village 
lots reserved for public buildings. 
The territory was .surrounded by 
irrigation ditches, and grapes were 
planted over most of it. At the 
end of three years the first vines 
planted came into bearing, and all 
assessments, amounting to $1200 
for each shareholder, were paid. 

In 1859 the town actually came 
into being, as the lots were di¬ 
vided among the new owners, by 
lottery. Lumber was bought at 
wholesale, homes and stores were 
built, Anaheim Landing. 12 miles 
distant, was establi.shed, and the 
city was bom. 

First Paper Still There 

In 1869 its first church (Pres- 
byterianl came, in 1870 Its news¬ 
paper (the Gazette, which is .still 
publishing) came, and a few 
months later the city was incor¬ 
porated. In two years financial 
reverses caused the incorporation 
to be abandoned, but in 1878 it 
was incorporated for the final 
time. 

For nearly 25 years Anaheim 
was the greatest wine-producing 
district in California. In 1886 the 
disease called the “Anaheim blight" 
attacked the grape vines and near¬ 
ly ruined the city. From this col¬ 
lapse of its industry it began its 
building as a real city, until it 
grew to its present position of 
prominence in the social and eco¬ 
nomic life of Southern California.

Under the trust a meeting place 
was provided for the Orange 
County Historical .society. 

The city trustees placed the im¬ 
mediate direction of the building 
of the museum and its operation 
in the hands of a mu.seum board.

One of the most interesting and 
beautiful places in Santa Ana to¬ 
day is the Charles \V. Bowers 
Memorial Museum, located at the 
northwest corner of North Main 
and West Twentieth streets. 

Interesting, because within its 
rooms have been arranged an ar¬ 
ray of exhibits portraying graph¬ 
ically the various periods of the 
hnstory of this section. 

Beautiful, because the building 
itself, built in Spanish style, and 
the grounds with their trees and 
lawn, have a sati.sfying charm 
about them that makes the place 
distinctive. 

Charles W. Bowers and his wife 
as they came toward the end of 
their years talked over plans for 
a gift of .some kind to the city

rection of Mrs. Coulter. 

Briefly, the highlights of the 
museum may be listed as follows: 

In the museum garden are the 
Indian maze rock, .so far as known 
the only rock of its kind in any 
museum, and a very fine Indian 
grinder rock brought down from 
Silverado canyon. The Bell rock, 
historic in interest, after which 
Bell canyon was named, is to be 
placed within a few days. In the 
garden, too, are two wonderfully 
fine cacti from the pioneer \V. W. 
Hale.sworth home. In the midst 
of a memorial fountain is a sta¬ 
tute of Cabrillo. the work of Mi.ss 
Ada May Sharple.s.s. a weD-known 
and successful sculptor of Santa 
Ana. 

In the museum is a fine collec¬ 
tion of relics of Indian life of 
this valley. One of the moving 
spirits in collecting the exhibits 
for the Indian room was John 
Winterbourne, archaeologist of the 
museum. This room as arranged 
by Mrs. Coulter and Mr. Winter¬ 
bourne show, the development of 
Indian culture from the earliest 
and crudest stone work on down 
through mi.ssion days. 

In the main room of the build¬ 
ing is gathered a very fine array 
of costumes and other exhibits 
loaned to the mu.seum by descend¬ 
ants of Spani.sh and Mexican- 
Californian families. These ex¬ 
hibits bring to the museum the 
glory of rancho days. Here are 
.shawds and dres.scs from the Sepul¬ 
vedas. the Ydrbas, the Forsters, 
the Picos, the Pryors, rare paint¬ 
ings of celebrated Californians of 
a by-gone day. Here, too. is a 
wonderfully interesting case of ar¬ 
ticles that take the minds of vi.si- 
tors back to the life of the great 
tragedienne. Madame Helena Mod- 
jeska. 

There is a library of interesting 
documents, old newspapers and 
letters, having to do with early 
history of the county and state. 
Paintings in the library, in the 
corridor and in the curator’s of¬ 
fice emphasize the desire of the 
museum management to give a 
tone of artistic value to the place. 

It is the plan of the mu.seum 
to rotate exhibits from time to 
time, .so that it will never grow 
old, .so that as the months go 
by it can reach the interest of 
various groups of persons. To 
'that same end, Mrs. Coulter has 
been conducting a series of Satur¬ 
day afternoon lectures by men and 
women well known in their lines 
of cultural endeavor. It has been 
her work also, succe-ssfully carried 
forward in the few months that 
the museum has been open, to 
make the place of special interest 
and use to schools of the city. 
Each week, clas.ses interested in 
art and history have been taken 
through the place that they might 
study and learn.

Wallie H. Marquis was seized 
with a desire to educate the 
populace of .Santa .Ana 50 .vears 
ago when he bought the inter¬ 
est of L. It. West in the Bazar. 
He Hant*^! the people to know 
10 things. 

.Mr. .Marquis told the buying 
public that he intended to close 
out the notions, stationery and 
musical instruments and con¬ 
centrate more or less on dried 
and fresh fruits, strained and 
comb honey. He planned to sell 
the “best five cent cigar” ob¬ 
tainable in the city, as well as 
machine needles, and a variety 
of nice confections and nuts. 
The tenth thing he wanted 
folks to bear in mind was to 
"remember the boy and patron¬ 
ize him still better in the fu¬ 
ture.” 


Santa Ana wa.s highly pleased 
50 years ago over the success of 
its Fourth of July celebration. 
Folks celebrate in their own way 
today but in 1886 they celebrated 
collectively. 

The town was crowded with 
people in their holiday clothes. 
There was a parade headed by 
Grand Mar.shall Robert J. Blee, as¬ 
sisted by George Insley and Ed 
Waite. There was a bra.ss band, 
Sedgwick post No. 17, G. A. R., 
the Godde.ss of Liberty, Columbia, 
the Gem of the Ocean. Uncle Sam, 
bicyclists, engine and hook and 
ladder companies. 

TTiere was oratory in the park, 
but since the editor of the local 
newspaper was unable to hear it, 
he refu.sed to comment on it. 


Public highways were used for 
other things besides travel, in 1886, 
old Santa Ana newspaper files 
show. The idea of digging a ditch 
across streets probably wouldn’t 
occur to folks today, but 50 years 
ago a newspaper editor complained 
that an irigation ditch had been 
dug across Elmendorf road and 
several buggies had mired down 
in the mud. 

”It is high time this reprehensi¬ 
ble practice was summarily put a 
stop to, by severe punishment,” 
said the editor.

History of Town Can Be Read in Signs on Santa 
Ana's Avenues; Spurgeon, Others 
Lent Identities 


By TERRY E. STEPHENSON 


What a tale could be told by 
any historian who could unearth 
the facts concerning the ancient 
white Indians of the Santa Ana 
river! 

And might it not be possible 
that tied into that tale would be 
the solution of Orange county's 
my.sterious cogstones ? 

When Portoia and his men trav- 
er-sed this county, in 1769, In¬ 
dians were found along nearly 
every stream that was passed. 
First, in Chri.stianitos canyon, in 
the hills .southeast of San Juan 
Capistrano, was a village of sav¬ 
ages. It was there that two 
padres baptized two dying Indian 
babes, thus giving the canyon its 
name. These baptisms were the 
first Christian baptisms in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

■Ml Indians Friendly 

More Indians were found at San 
Juan and Trabuco creeks. Two 
Indians were seen at the creek 
that at that time was named San¬ 
tiago, and on the banks of the 
Santa Ana river a sizable Indian 
village was found. Near Brea was 
another village. 

All of these Indians were 
friendly. They offered the 
Spaniards seeds and acorns for 
fof»d. While the visitors were 
camiied on the Santa ,4na rivei 
a tremendous earthquake oc¬ 
curred. The Indian medicine 
man turned in every direction 
and called upon his heathen 
spirits to quiet the disturbance. 

At that time Indians were scat¬ 
tered over most of Orange county. 
There were a few villages in the 
mountains. However, if one may 
judge by the size of the Indian 
village sites, marked by accumu¬ 
lations of camp debris, most of the 
Indians lived along the coast, 
where food was easy to get. They 
.seemed to be a shellfish-eating lot. 

Lived in Santa .4na 

After Mission San Juan Capis¬ 
trano was founded, most of the 
Indians of this section, no doubt, 
were gathered around that place. 
In all probability, most of the an¬ 
cient Indian villages were aban¬ 
doned. 

During the centuries that pre¬ 
ceded the coming of the Spaniards, 
and possibly later, Indians actually 


lived where the city of Santa Ana 
now stands. Skeletons have been 
found at times that seemed to be 
Indians. Here and there those 
familiar with the signs that point 
to early Indian occupation have 
found places where Indians may 
have had camps. 

The most interesting relic of In¬ 
dian days found in Santa Ana is 
a great stone Indian bowl now in 
the Bowers mu.seum. It was found 
25 or 30 years ago by a crew of 
men digging a sewer trench at the 
corner of Third and Ross streets. 
John Rudolph, foreman of the 
crew, took the bowl to his home, 
kept it for many years, and a few 
months ago presented it to the 
museum. 

Found Near Surfac;’ 

This bowl shows unusual care in 
workmanship. The walls of the 
bowl are uniform, and the pattern 
indicates an artistic sense and pro¬ 
portion. 

The article was found about two 
feet beneath the surface. It is 
possible that the bowl was used in 
ceremonies by some ancient tribe. 

In the Indian room at the Bow¬ 
ers museum are gathered many 
relics found in Indian camp 
grounds. Of the most interest to 
students of archaeology are some 
60 or more cogstones, stones 
notched like cogwheels. This col¬ 
lection is by far the greatest of 
its kind in the world. 

When Governor Fages, a few 


What could be almost a com¬ 
plete record of the fathers of 
Santa Ana is written on the .street 
corners of the modern city. 

Spurgeon, Hickey, Cubbon. 
Baker, French many of our 
streets reflect the days when 
Santa Ana was an ambitious little 
village, with ambitions for city- 
hood. 

.Spurgeon street, of course, is a 
tribute to W. H. Spurgeon, the 
founder of Santa Ana, the man 
who had foresight to buy .several 
hundrefl acres of wild mustard and 
make a beautiful city grow there. 

Hickey .street Back in the old 
days when an entertainment was 
given one was mighty apt to find 
the way leading to the second 
story hall known familiarly as the 
"loft over Jim Hickey's barn" 
The hall was located where the 
Rossmore hotel now stands. 

John Cubbon, for whom Cubbon 
street was named, was one of the 
original company of financial ad¬ 
venturers who bought into the 
fledgling city when it was nothing 
hut a promise. Cubbon after¬ 
ward .served as a member of some 
of the city's earliest councils. 

When Santa Ana had yet to be 
founded Daniel Halliday was one 
of the first to .see the promise 


in the site. His family and for¬ 
tune grew with Santa Ana. Even¬ 
tually he was one of the founders 
of the Santa Ana Commercial 
bank. 

Mrs. George Minter was one of 
.Santa Ana's first and most zeal¬ 
ous workers for an adequate li¬ 
brary. Her hu.sband helped to 
pioneer the way into the new 
town. 

Among that company that first 
piircha.sed the hi.storic 76 acres 
on which Santa Ana was built 
was Samuel Ross. A Ross street 
lives after him. 

Dan Baker, for whom Baker 
street was named, was the ener¬ 
getic editor of the Santa Ana 
Standard, one of the town's first 
papers. There was C. E. French, 
first manager of the Irvine ranch: 
■N'. O. Stafford, one of the original 
buyers, and owner and builder of 
the Stafford block, one of early 
Santa Ana's imposing buildings. 

For. Captain John West, West 
street was named. It later was 
changed to Broadway. Then there 
is Greenleaf street. Fruit .street, 
Bu.sh street. Barton street—the 
list could go on farther. 

In truth the names of Santa 
Ana's founders are “graven in¬ 
delibly on the rolls of honor." 


years after California was occu¬ 
pied by the Spanish, made a de¬ 
tailed report of Indian tribes, he 
stated that a tribe of white Indians 
lived along the Santa Ana river 
and along the coast near the 
mouth of that river. Aside from 
being "white,” these Indians 
seemed no different from other 
tribes. 

It is an interesting fact that the 
area indicated by Fages as being 
the home area of white Indians is 
almost identical with the area in 
which cogstones have been found. 

Whether that means anything— 
who can say? Anyone’s guess is 
good. The late Senator Evans of 
Riverside tried for years to solve 
the mystery of the cogstones. He 
died before he had published the 
result of his investigations.

"Truly, the people could say 
with the poet, ‘Am she dead and 
are .she gone and hab she left 
u^ all alone? O cruel fate, why so 
unkind to take it fore and leave us 
hind?’ Well. Brethren, the Bulletin 
will continue to stay along with 
the funeral and linger along with 
the procession about as long as 
any of them. Call and see us.” 

In the same issue of the Bulletin 
is a column entitled "Newspaper 
Reminiscences.” which recounts 
the passing of the Daily and 
Weekly Blade published by A. J. 
Waterhouse. 

Obituary of ItUule 

"For the benefit of old timers of 
this city we will publi.sh Water- 
hou.se’s obituary of the Blade, 
which he publi.shcd many years 
ago and pa.ssed in his checks and 
left his creditors to the extent of 
$.5000 to mourn his failures and 
their lo.sses" 

The article left the impression 
that Mr. Waterhouse hati been run¬ 
ning a paper for the purpose of 
.supporting prohibition and that 
certain business men. not liking 
this trend, came to the Standanl 
office and offered $100 a week 
to support it as a daily. 

"The election came off and we 
beat the Prohibitionists about 1.50 
majority," .said the article. "The 
day after the election Waterhouse 
ran up the flag of distress and 
publi.shed his obituaiy. I called 
it Waterhouse's lament." 

SaliMins Rejoiced 

The obituary itself begins with 
the.se words: "With this diminu¬ 
tive number of the Daily and 
Weekly Blade emls the history and 
life of the paper. Owing to the 
stress of circumstances and the 
condition of the financial ther¬ 
mometer, I have resigned my 
position, so to speak ... It has 
been some time now since I have 
written my own obituary and I 
may, accordingly, be found a little 
rusty’ at times in the effort." 

The obituary goes on to explain 
that lack of advertising contrib¬ 
uted to the paper's decease. To¬ 
ward the end are the words: “Not

In 1886 the McFadden brothers, 
who owned and operated the New¬ 
port Harbor lumber mills and 
shipping company, had a ware¬ 
house on the top of the bluff over¬ 
looking the bay. 

Twenty-five years later along 
that bluff Costa Mesa had grown 
up as a ranching community, noted 
for its thriving apple orchards. To¬ 
day it is a town of small acreage 
farms. 

Its growth has Ijcen rapid since 
its founding. In 1909 only five 
families lived in the little town, 
called "Harper.” In that year its 
name was changed to Costa Mesa. 
Today it has a population of more 
than 4000. 


For Many Years It Was 
Good-Sized Town, But 
Spurgeon Won Out 


When W. H. Spurgeon was hav¬ 
ing his difficulties with the growth 
of Santa Ana. its greatest com¬ 
petitor was Tustin city, the fledg¬ 
ling child of Columbus Tu.stin and 
N. O. Stafford. 

In 1868 Tustin city was bounded 
on the west by Main street. Santa 
Ana: on the ea-st by Newport road: 
on the north by First street, and 
on the south by McFadden street, 
a tract of .some 1300 acres, which 
had been bought by the two men 
for the price of S2000. 

For many .years Mr. Tustin’s 
town was the largest city of the 
district, and gave evidence of being 
able in time to absorb Santa Ana. 
its nearby neighbor. In 1874 the 
rivalry between Santa Ana and 
Tustin was at its fiercest. 

“Battle of Lots” 

Santa Ana then had two little 
stores, a blacksmith shop, a post- 
office and a small -schoolhouse. Tus¬ 
tin had the same equipment, with 
the single exception that it had 
one store. Mr. Tustin was giving 
a free lot to anyone who would 
build in his city: Mr. Spurgeon 
was giving a free lot with every 
lot that was bought. 

In 1875 Mr. Spurgeon took the 
building lead for his city with the 
con.struction of a two-story com¬ 
bination store and hall building. 
Mr. Tustin retaliated with a .sim¬ 
ilar building. And then with more. 
Tustin city took the lead. 

It soon had three stores, a meat 
market, tin shop, steam-grist mill, 
blacksmith shop and saloon. It 
was booming, and population In¬ 
creased 700 per cent in a short 
while. Mr. Spurgeon's city seemed 
destined to a short life and a mer¬ 
ry one. Until the railroad came, 
and the battle ended. 

Mone.v Turned Tide 

In this last battle of the two 
cities the .superior financial back¬ 
ing of the Santa Ana group won 
out. and they were able to per¬ 
suade the Southern Pacific rail¬ 
road to extend Its lines from Ana¬ 
heim to Santa Ana, instead of to 
Tustin, and the spirited conte.st 
collapsed. Santa Ana was the city 
and Tustin was the town. 

Every business In Tustin, with 
the exception of the general store 
owned by C. E. Utt, moved to 
Santa Ana. For a while the saloon 
lingered, but finally it left, and 
with the moving of the bar to 
Santa Ana the collap.se of Tustin 
was completed. 

A sporadic boom of 1887, which 
brought a three-story hotel, a bank 
and the “Santa Ana-Tustin-Or- 
ange” railroad to Tustin. proved 
to be a flash in the pan, and Tus¬ 
tin became a citrus community 
and a quiet home for ranchers. 
Tustin today is a destinctive com¬ 
munity of fine residences, where

‘The first really, truly electric 
car of the Huntington system en¬ 
tered Santa Ana yesterday at noon, 
according to arrangements made 
by railway officials to bring a 
party of I^s Angeles newspaper¬ 
men here to see the town and tell 
of it in various reports to be pub¬ 
lished in the various papers of the 
.Southern California metropolis." 

Thus started the story of the 
coming of the first electric car 
from Los Angeles to Santa Ana 
in November. 1905. Elaborate plans 
had been laid for a reception and 
ceremony to welcome the news¬ 
papermen from Los Angeles. Cali- 
foi Ilia's "unusual v/eather, " how¬ 
ever, necessitated a last - minute 
change in plans, according to The 
Santa Ana Blade of that year. 

"Preparations had been made for 
a reception by the chamber of 
commerce,” the article read, "but 
a heavy rain made It impossible 
to take the visitors for an automo¬ 
bile ride through the country as 
was planned. A good dinner at the 
Rossmore, however, made up in 
part for the absence of the other 
good things in the schedule. Presi¬ 
dent Edgar of the city council, 
headed a committee to welcome 
the guests. A regular schedule to 
and from Los Angeles starter!

Yet Santa Ana had 
its own particular brand of good 
clean fun. 

Social, m'usical, cultural and 
dramatic clubs were "nil” as such, 
but young Santa Ana had its own 
merry and efficient way of pro¬ 
viding its entertainment. Many of 
these social affairs were staged in 
the old school house now on North 
Sycamore street just north of the 
Y. M. C. A. 

Back in 1873. Emma Palmer

calling the 2000 .settlers in Santa 
Ana to church on Sunday morn¬ 
ings 50 years ago. Whole fam¬ 
ilies responded, on foot, on horse¬ 
back and in buggies and carts, 
ready for sermons in the four 
church buildings and public hall 
where services were held. 

The largest congregation in- 
I eluded about 75 parishioners, rep¬ 
resenting two outlying pastorates 
under the charge of one minister. 
Today, if only five rhurches ex¬ 
isted in Santa Ana, each congre¬ 
gation would run into the thou- 
sand.s, too large to seat in any of 
our public buildings. 

The number of churches has in¬ 
creased as families flocked to the 
city whose "birth certificate” of 
incorporation was dated .June 1, 
1886. Now, as the fiftieth anni¬ 
versary in a prosperous and ener¬ 
getic civic life is celebrated. 53 
churches open their doors each 
Sunday morning and during the 
week for worshipers among the 
30,000 members of Santa Ana's 
family. 

Vlethudist Here First 

First church organized in Santa 
Ana and the second one in Orange 
county was the Methodist Episco¬ 
pal church. South, started in 1869 
at the residence of W, H. Titch- 
enal. William H. Spurgeon do¬ 
nated ground for the church, 
which was built in 1876 and dedi¬ 
cated by Bishop Marvin in Octo¬ 
ber of that year. 

Now known as the Spurgeon 
Memorial Methodist church, the 
present church building is the 
third edifice to stand upon that 
site. Classes for the various 
church denominations were held 
at Latimer’s hall until each group 
could erect its own buildings. 
The Methodist North and Metho¬ 
dist South classes. Baptist, Pres¬ 
byterian and Christian groups 
were taking turns using the hall. 

Then Baptists Built 

The Baptist congregation, or¬ 
ganized in 1871, dedicated its 
building in 1878. Will A. Knigh- 
ten established the nucleus of the 
present First Methodist church, 
when he began Sunday morning 
services for eight persons. In 


1881, the church building at the 
corner of Second and Main streets 
was dedicated, and by 1886 had a 
thriving congregation, with J, W 
"Van Cleve as minister. 

Presbyterians were united under 
the Rev. D. S. McHenry and a 
church liuilt in 1877. Members of 
that first congregation were 
chiefly Scotch, Scotch-Irish and 
their descendants. Occasional 
services were held by a branch of 
the Christian church. 

Church-going folk as early 
Santa Anans were, they would 
probably have been incredulous if 
told that their descendants and 
later settlers would be attending 
the numerous churches now c.slab- 
lished here.

Those here now are the First

First Telegraph 
Here in 1875 


Santa Ana’s first telegraph of¬ 
fice was opened in 1875, six years 
after the city was founded and 
nine years before it was incorpo¬ 
rated. Mrs. R. J. Blee. who came 
here with her family in 1873, had 
her own set of instruments. She 
recalled in the F’leasants history 
of Orange county that the West¬ 
ern Union connected the city with 
its main line, with the citizens 
subscribing $200. 

Mrs. Blee was the first opera¬ 
tor, receiving one-half the income 
of the office, located in a resi¬ 
dence. She was a,ssisted in learn¬ 
ing the office work by Judge 
Richard Egan of San Juan Capi¬ 
strano, and Don Marco Forster of 
Las Flores. She held the position 
two years, during which time 
business increased so it was worth 
while to open an office in the busi¬ 
ness section.

•Santa Anas population has 
jumped from 77l in 1880 to 34,179 
in 1935. according to records in 
the chamber of commerce office. 
When the city was incorporated in 
1886, the population was estimated 
at about 2000. 

In 1890 it had increased to 3628. 
largely as a result of the land 
boom of the 80's. The population in 
1900 was 4933. in 1910 it was 8429, 
in 1920 it was 15,18.5, and in 1930 
it was ,30.332 

Orange county's population has 
made similar jumps, from 13,589 
in 1890, to about 125,000 today. In 
1900 the county's population was 
19,696, in 1910 it was 34,436, in 
1920 it was 61.376, and in 1930 it 
was 118,611. 


Located in what at one time 
was one of the finest celery grow¬ 
ing districts in the state, Winters- 
burg and Talbert are still centers 
for surrounding agricultural work¬ 
ers. 

Wintersburg is also noted as the 
community where, several years 
ago, an Indian burial ground was 
discovered, attracting much atten¬ 
tion from noted scientists. 


With many residences clinging 
to the hillsides and the entire 
community .surrounded by oil 
derricks, Olinda is a typical oil 
community. 

At one time the center of the 
county's first oil discoveries and 
later exten.sive development when 
wells were drilled for production, 
the population of the small com¬ 
munity now has dropped, due to 
decreasing production. 

Although having its own ele¬ 
mentary school district, with a 
schoolhousc located near the cen¬ 
ter of the business district, Olinda 
joined with Brea several years 
ago in formation of a joint high 
school district and aided in con¬ 
struction of the Brea-Olinda High 
school. 


Settled by Poker Game 
Chapman Got Site as 
Attorney's Fees 


The rugged, roekv roast below 
Laguna Beach provides one. of 
Orange county's most pirtiiresque 
sights. Famous artists from all 
over the world have rome here to 
paint the ever-changing scenery. 
The I.agiina Beiu’h art gallery, 
with its varied displays of paint¬ 
ings. constitutes la,sting evidence 
of the community's charm. 


The town of Orange inadvertent¬ 
ly stumbled into existence when A. 
B. Chapman was "forced” to ac¬ 
cept. in about 1869. a total of 1385 
acres belonging to Abel .Stearns 
and originally a part of the Yorha 
Rancho Santiago de Santa Ana 
grant, as attorney's fees. 

There .seems to have been .some 
difficulty about the name. In 
1871 a survey was made of the 
new town, and recorded in the 
l.os Angeles county offices as "A 
.Map of the Town of Orange, Sur- 
•,cyed bv Oapt. W T, Olas.sel in 
1871." 

In 1873 a pam[>hlet by William 
McPher.son. entitled "Homes in 
l.os Angeles City and County,” 
' ontaineil an advi-rtbsement for 
the Richlan<l di.strict, five miles 
southeast of Anaheim, offering 
superior lands for semi-tropical 
fruits.” The town was generally 
(ailed Richland until 1875. when 
it was changed to Orange, after 
.Mr. Chapman had the first maps 
lecorded. 

One version of the story has it 
that four names were under con¬ 
sideration. when Mr. Chapman, W.

The choice .seems to have been for- 
lutious. 

Orange, which had been grow¬ 
ing steadily, and boasted a hotel, 
drug store, postoffice, street rail¬ 
road (to .Santa Anal, and occa¬ 
sional saloons, incorporated in 1888 
m a fight against litpior. The first 
official act of the first board of 
trustees was to enact a prohibi¬ 
tion ordinance, and tbe city ever 
since has been a stronghold of 
prohibition.

Los Angeles was among the first, if not the first, city 
in the United .States to undertake the direction of street 
traffic by means of automatic signal devices. In 1922. 31 
intersections in the central traffic district were equipped 
with Acme signals.

The success of this initial 
experiment in the regulation of vehicular and pedestrian 
street traffic attracted nation-wide attention and established 
the leadership of Los Angeles in the matter of street traffic 
regulation, a position which the city still holds.

Ea. 1 t, Chief Engineer of the Automobile Club of Southern Califor¬ 
nia. in regard to Traffic Signal.s, I noticed it shows that the eo.st to 
the county over a ten-year period is $4,268.77 for the light type 
signals. The eo.st over the .same period of time for the Acme or 
semaphore type, which is u.si’d in the City of Ixis Angeles and most 
of the neighboring cities, is $.'1,124 50 or a total saving of $1,144.27. 

The report tiirthei state.s that the eo.st of operating the Acme 
Signals is seven dollars and fifty cents [ler month, in Ixis Angeles 
as against thirteen dollars and fifty cents per mon'h for the light 
type which is used on Wilshire boulevard 

These figures, bear in mind, are per mterseition .Multiply this 
saving by the number of inter.sertion.s and what do you get? 

Surely liie supervisors have these figiii'es available hut ma.vhe 
they haven't looked at them. Seems to me that if the supervisors 
want to save money it would pay to patronize our local industry 
and install the signal produced hy the Acme Signal company of 
I.fls Angeles 

In addition they would save considerable confusion to the 
motorist as well as increasing the safety factor 

As a iKiint: we drove thcough Inglewood the other evening and 
narrowly avoided an accident. We were going against the signals. 
After getting acro.ss the intersection, we walked back to see why 
we had not seen the signal. We <ame to the conclusion that being 
accustomed to looking for the semaphore type signal we did not 
focus our attention to the far side of the street: second, we did 
not look up high enough (the light type signal is higher up) and 
third, there were Neon signals which somewhat killed the effeet- 
iveness of the signal 

It is bad onougli to pick out a light signal in the day time, hut 
at night I believe they arc hauler, as many times the signal is .so 
located that the .Neon signs on biisine.ss hoii.ses make it practically 
impossible to [lirk out the signal

tory where “traffic tie-ups" of from five to 25 minutes’ 
duration were becoming frequent during the morning and 
evening rush hours.

Slant hole drilling for oil is at 
least 50 years old, although only 
in recent years has it been em¬ 
ployed intentionally, it has been 
revealed in a letter written by J.

Mr. Woodhouse wrote to a local 
new.spaper that "To obviate this 
and other defects I have construct¬ 
ed a guide and sinker bar com¬ 
bined" He explained in detail 
how his apparatus worked.

Our organization recommended the installation of auto¬ 
matic signals at outlying intersections where congestion had 
become a serious problem. This suggestion was opposed 
by the police department and others on the ground that 
motorists would not obey signals where police supervision 
was not at all times available. To overcome this opposition, 
the board of directors of the club on July 12, 1923, author¬ 
ized the engineering department to secure permi.ssion from 
the city of Los Angeles to install and operate, at club 
expense, a signal developed by the club, in the intersection 
of Adams and P’igueroa. The success of the experiment at 
Adams and Figueroa caused immediately a demand for 
further installations, and late in 1924 the city called for bids 
for the installation of about 100 signals at intersections in 
the outlying and residential areas of the city.

You couldn’t buy it for that to¬ 
day—or even a very large part of 
it; but $594 is the price paid in 
1869 for 76 acres where the city 
stands. The purchasers were the 
late W. H. Spurgeon, founder of 
the city, and Ward Bradford, his 
partner. Mr. Bradford later sold 
out to Mr. Spurgeon. 

And another thing—a lot at the 
present site of the First National 
bunk was sold in the first years 
of the city’s life, for $15. The ad¬ 
joining lot was thrown in. W. H. 
Spurgeon, jr., son of the city’s 
founder, recalled this fact recent- 
1.V in an interview with Raymond 
Foster, published in the fiesta edi¬ 
tion of El Don, Santa Ana Junior 
college magazine. 

Relic Is Prized 

An abstract of title to the city 
of Santa Ana is one of the prized 
possessions of W. H. Spurgeon, jr. 
The relic came to light in connec¬ 
tion with discussion of plans to 
celebrate the city’s 50th anniver¬ 
sary of incorporation, June 1.

stands. During the boom wliioli liit Southern California in 
1886 or 1887, many new buildiiiKs were erected, as well as 
a hirge number of homes. The drawing reproduced here 
shows the large number of sycamore trees which dotted the 
landscape in the town and its vicinity, and gives a sugges¬ 
tion of the appearance of the country when it was first 
develoiied. 


Ana was still a part ot IvO.s Ange¬ 
les county, that the first ical roiul 
improvement work was startetl. In 
that year John (‘uhbon, who hail 
moved to Santa Ana in 1870, 
started the first street iiroject in 
the city. 

A lar^e knoll oceupieil the spot 
nf*w recopnizetl as Santa Ana's 
busiest intersection. Fourth ami 
Main strefds. The knoll fitteil in 
nicely with stn-et improvement 
plans, inasmuch as there was a 
noticeable little valley at the in¬ 
tersection of Fourth and Hush 
streets. Mr. Cubhon, workinj^ with 
a four-horse team, plowed up the 
miniature hill, and moved all the 
flirt down the street, usinj; it to 
fill up the valley at Fourth and 
Hush streets. 

From that day to this. Santa 
Anans have been constantly im¬ 
proving city streets. 

Hoads “Meaiiflerefl” 

Those w'cre the days, too, when 
roads outside the towns just sort 
of meandered across country. 
They didn’t follow any particular 
lines, and tlic main idea was to 
get from one place to anotlier the 
shortest way po.ssible. 

When the property owners in 
the county began to build feiiees, 
ic became necessary for travelei’s 
t( follow along the prop<*rty lines. 
Wagons frequently became bogged 
In the mud. anfl travel was a thing 
of necessity lather than plea.sure. 

One of the first county roa<ls 
actually to be placed under sup¬ 
ervised construction ran between 
Santa Ana and a shipping point 
at Old Landing, Newport Hay. Old 
Landing was located near the site 
of the Coast highway and New- 
poi’t roa<l intenscction. where the 
state now has an overhead cross¬ 
ing project under way. James and 
Robert McFadden. owners of Old 
Landing, contributed several hun- 
dreils of dollars toward the fund 
for the construction of this, Or¬ 
ange county’s first highway.

Rancho Santiago de Santa 
Ana. It came down to the pur¬ 
chasers through Zenobia Yorba de 
Rowland, one of the heirs of the 
original Yorba to whom the rancho 
was granted. 

H:i.s 5Iap of Tract 

Included in the volume owned 
by Mr. Spurgeon is a map of the 
tract. On approximately the east¬ 
ern one-half of the property is 
plotted the original Santa Ana 
townsite, bounded on the north by 
Seventh street, on the south by 
First street, on the east by Spur¬ 
geon street and on the West by 
West street, now Broadway. The 
other one-half of the tract was 
not laid out at that time. 

Among the papers is a deed 
from Mr. Bradford to Mr. Spur¬ 
geon, for the half of the tract on 
which the original townsite was 
located, and another deed from 
Mr. Spurgeon to Mr. Bradford, for 
the other half of the property. 
Thus the two men divided their 
holdings and secured individual 
titles to their respective parts of 
the tract. The consideration in 
each case was one dollar. 

Details of Deal 

The records disclose that on 
Sept. 12, 1868, the district court 
at Los Angeles made a final de- 
ciee of partition of the Rancho 
Santiago de Santa Ana, whereby 
74.27 acres, comprising part of the 
present town of Santa Ana, were 
given to Zenobia Yorba de Row¬ 
land. By a deed dated Sept. 17, 
1869. she and Tomas Rowland con¬ 
veyed the property to Ana Marie 
Chavez and Vicente Martinez, the 
consideration named in the deed 
being $186. 

On Oct, 28, 1869, Julian A. Cha¬ 
vis and Anna M. Chavies, widow of

When Santa Ana residents re¬ 
ceived their copies of the weekly 
Herald June 19, 1886, they must 
have wondered if the editor wa.s 
making a sly thrust at two of 
Santa Ana’s most re.spected citi¬ 
zens. The Herald published the 
following: 

"THE GLORIOUS FOURTH’’ 

"We would like all persons owing 
us to pay up by July 1.” 

The Herald evidently thought 
the Spurgeon brothers were pre¬ 
paring for a really elaborate cele¬ 
bration and needed money. 


Santa Ana's gas system dates 
back to the year of the city’s in¬ 
corporation, old records reveal. On 
Aug. 11, 1886, Santa Ana's fipst 
city council granted a franchise 
to M. G. Gilmore to lay gas mains 
through the city streets and al¬ 
leys. They also agreed to pur¬ 
chase 12 lamps to be installed on 
B'ourth street from Olive to Morti¬ 
mer streets. The gas lamps were 
to be placed at every other corner. 

During the ne.xt .'i4 years, Santa 
Ana grew tremendously, and in 
1920 there were 40U3 gas meters 
in operation in the city. Ten years 
later, the number had doubled, 
and in 1935 the Southern Counties 
Gas company listed 10,277 gas 
meters in Santa Ana. 


"Wlien I rode thriiugh Saida Ana 
the other niglit, and got out of the 
stage anil looked aiound me, by 
moonliglit I could hardly believe I 
wa.s in the stiaggling- village which 
1 I visited just one year ago." 

With these words. A. T. Hawley, 
official of the Lo.s Angeles cliam- 
ber of commerce, staited a glow¬ 
ing description of the rapidly 
growing town of 1876. Bivcii at 
tliat time, Santa Ana was a meie 
ugly duckling, ;ind it is doubtful 
if even the wildest dreams of its 
founders pictured tile thriving 
metropolis that is Santa Ana to¬ 
day. 

Began to Binid 

"A year ago, Santa Ana con¬ 
sisted of a half dozen dilapiiialed 
looking houses, more or less," Mr. 
Hawley continued in his report. 
"There were two small stores, a 
blacksmith shop, and a few other 
adjuncts of a cios.'sroads town. To¬ 
day, it boast.s of a hand.somely 
built up street, the main one, and 
two or three cross streets. 

"Mr. William H. Spurgeon, who 
owns the laigest of the four gen- 
cial merchandise stores in town, 
carries a stock of fiom $8000 to 
$10,000. 'Pile upper story of his 
building is occupied by flourish¬ 
ing lodges of Ma.sons, Odd Fellows 
and Good Templars. .Mr. Spur¬ 
geon has erected a tank with a 
capacity of 2,500 gallons, near his 
huilding, which is .supplied with 
hose tliroughout to u.se in case of 
fire. Tile tank is supplied by a 
.'10-foot Halliilay wimimill, which 
•Mr. Spurgeon speaks of as work¬ 
ing to a charm. 

Two Chiirehes I’lamii'd 

"No church has been built in 
Santa Ana as yet, but the Baptist.s 
have the lumhei on the ground lor 
a $2,500 edifice, and the Metliodist.s 
North and South have joined forces 
and ate about to erect a similar 
edifice. 

"1 am indebted to Mr. Spur¬ 
geon for the following quotations 
for this year as absolutely cor¬ 
rect: Unimproved lands, $60 per:

While mother bustled about the 
kilchen, baking fragrant loaves of 
bread and preparing roasts and 
puildings, like as not daughter was 
plying her needle industriously 
over a bit of cross-stitch now 
framed and cherished by her own 
daughter or granddaughter. 

At 18, a young girl was dressed 
in the formidably staid gowns 
suggestive of a malron in her 
f< rtics or fifties. Hair wa.s drawn 
severely away from the face with 
a bang, frizz or fluff above the 


In 1873, 13 years before Santa 
Ana became a city, an event took 
place near Anaheim that changed 
the entire history of this county. 

An early day rancher by the 
name of Patterson Bowers, who 
had an adventurous spirit and a 
feeling for riches, brought a dozen 
small trees to his ranch which he 
had purchased from a nursery near 
Sacramento. 

They were Valencia oranges, not 
so well known then as they are 
now. Rancher Bowers set them 
out and hoped for the best. 

Today the total value of Orange 
county citrus crops is more than 
$ 21 , 000 , 000 . 

That first experimental plot 
blossomed into thousands of acres 
of green trees and golden fruit. 
The Valencia industry caught on 
quickly. 

In 1874, a year later, D. C. Hay¬ 
ward and Joseph Beach put in 
trees. Rancher Bowers expanded. 
The fruit was prospering, and it 
soon became apparent that for the 
culture of Valencia oranges this 
county could not be e.xcelled. To¬ 
day the number of Valencia trees 
in the county outnumber that of 
navels by more than 10 to one. 

M. A. Peters and John Gregg 
were the next two to grow oranges, 
and by 1886, following the lead of 
those men, William McFadden and 
R. H. Gilman, citrus ranching was 
Orange county’s industry. Oil was 
yet to come. 

Orange county actually owes a 
vote of thanks to Pioneer Bowers, 
who sniffed the air and said that 
oranges would grow here. And 
so they did. 


Only .Santa Ana's oldest resi¬ 
dents can remember the day the 
Santa Ana river bridge wa.shed out 
in 1884. It wa.s when the rains of 
1883-84 swelled the river to a point 
where the bridge washed out and 
.some heroic citizen rowed from 
.Santa Ana to Newport, there to 
rescue several flood suifeicrs. 

The Santiago creek bridge was 
also destroyed and .several miles 
of railroad track washed out. An 
inianil .sea for miles created lo.ss of 
pi'opei'ty and per.sonal tiamage. 
The almost continuous three and 
a half month rain in 1861 al.so 
lirovided a di.saatrous flood sca.son 
in Grange county. 


Citrus marketing problems pre¬ 
sent no new crisis in Orange coun¬ 
ty. In 1886 the beginnings of 
marketing cooperatives and spaced 
shipments of fruit in an effort to 
hold up the market already were 
being felt. 

In the Santa Ana Herald for 
July 28, 1886, the following an¬ 
nouncement, presaging conditions 
50 years later, appeared; 

"During the season which has 
just closed there have been .shipped 
from the Santa Ana railroad depot 
63,765 boxes of oranges, the great 
bulk of which have been marketed 
in the great western cities. The 
first shipments did not prove re¬ 
munerative, but those who did not 
hurry, making their shipments 
late in the season, reaped a goodly 
return for the fruit. Our oranges 
will keep in good shipping condi¬ 
tion for a long time, and there is 
no occasion to rush them into 
market at a loss. The next crop, 
which undoubtedly will be a good 
one, will probably be handled so 
as to give all the growers a fair 
profit." 

And today—cooperatives, mar¬ 
keting agreements, proration, state 
licenses, shippers groups, inde¬ 
pendents, AAA, little AAA, court 
cases, constitutionality—and the 
same old question of how to get 
oranges to market neither too 
soon or too late for a price.

The community of El Toro, situ¬ 
ated on Canada de los Alisos, two 
and one-half square league Span¬ 
ish land grant, grew up around an 
English colony, establi.shed in that 
district in 1886 by Dwight Whlt- 
ir.g. 

A large part of the land grant 
was purchased in the 1860 s by 
Mr. Whiting, with the colony 
started near the Santa Fe railroad 
depot, where the small community 
now stands. Remains of the ranch 
house built in the early 1860’3 by 
Don Jose Serrano can still be 
seen in the district. 

Ranching is still the principal 
industry of residents, many of 
whom are descendants of earliest 
settlers of Orange county. 


The first settler in the Blaccntia 
district came in 1865, when Dan- 
ii 1 Kramer settled there with his 
family. The first school in the 
cli.strict followed in 1874, and the 
community was launched in the 
walnut and citrus industry in 
1869. when William McB’adden 
pioneered with seed beds, bringing 
hi.s oranges from Mexico. 

In 1910 the town of Placentia 
was founded by William Bradford, 
who bought 60 acres of land from 
Richard Melro.se for the purpose 
of laying out the townsite.

From 
the .Montgomery ranch at A’illa 
I’ark in 1871 bees were taken to 
the .Santiago canyon, where the 
late Judge J. E. I’lea.sants was Or¬ 
ange county’s first real beekeeprr.

They did things in a big way

Santa Ana s old opera house, a 
thiee-story building which stood I 
on East Fourth street, has de¬ 
parted, but there still clings about 
its memory the fact that its stage 
was once graced by the greatest 
actress of her time. Madame Hel¬ 
ene Modjeska. The opera house 
was built about 50 years ago. At 
about the same time, in 1888, 
Madame Modjeska built her fa¬ 
mous home in what is now called 
Modjeska canyon, above Irvine 
park. The place was called the 
Forest of Arden and the house is 
still rev'ered as one of the county's 
important landmarks. 

Madame Modjeska's story is one 
of heroism, .sacrifice and deter¬ 
mination. In 1875 she was a 
great actress in her native coun¬ 
try. Poland. She and her hus¬ 
band, Count Charles Bozenta 
Chlapowski. with their friends, 
chafed against the rule of Russia. 
They longed for greater freedom 
and peace. They decided to come 
to the United States. 

11 in Colony Group 

Their friends were enthusiastic 
about Count Bozenta's idea of es¬ 
tablishing a colony in California. 
When the party finally started, 
there were 11 persons in the 
group. These included Henry 
Sienkiewicz. famous writer, who 
later returned to Poland and 
wrote his great novel, 'Quo 
Vadis " 

-An advance agent had been sent 
to California to choose the loca¬ 
tion for the colony. This was a 
Mr. Sypniewski, who came to 
San Francisco, where he met 
German people who enthused him 
over the po.ssibilities of the Ana¬ 
heim region. A colony of Ger¬ 
mans already had established 
themselves at Anaheim, where 


"Oh. well, what's the differ¬ 
ence? It's only a few hundred 
square feet of land, anyway." 

This must have Ix'ea the al¬ 
titude of earl.v .Santa .Ana set¬ 
tlers. For a lot about .50 by 50 
feet in size, at the southwest 
corner of F'ourth and Broad¬ 
way, was given away when the 
city vMis founded in 1869.

The late W . H. Spurgeon and 
Ward Bradford Iniught the 76 
acres on which the town later 
grew.

complains that breakfast at least 
is a complicated meal, as every¬ 
one wanted something different.

My curiosity concerning histori¬ 
cal spots and events was aroused

I settled it by interview¬ 
ing the man who knew most about 
it. 'William H. Spurgeon himself. 
I had called upon Mr. Spurgeon at 
his home on North Main street, a 
year or two before his death.

jaro valley, they reported that the 
country down here was ideal Mr. 
Spurgeon and -Mr. AVilliams were 
so impressed with it that they 
bought several hundred acres of 
land. Mr. Spurgeon told my fath¬ 
er that if he came down here he 
could have any lot in the town 
which he proposed to establish 
Mr. Williams, who had purchased 
1200 acres just to the south of 
Santa Ana. paid $12 an acre for 
it. He offered to sell my father 
a tract of land for the same price. 
Of course we wanted to establish 
ourselves somewhere and the 
proposition was one which my 
father could not afford to turn 
down. 

Lived in .Adulie 

"We left our home in the north¬ 
ern part of the state and arrived 
in what is now Orange county in 
October, 1868. For a while we 
lived at Tom Mott's adobe near 
Olive. The old building has since 
been torn down. We purchased 
a ranch from Mr. Williams near 
Newport La.'tding. Alll our sup¬ 
plies were bought in .Anaheim, 
since Santa Ana was not yet a 
town. 

"In 1886, when Santa Ana was 
incorporated. I was postmaster at 
Newport, where I ran a general 
store. In 1887. Granville Spur¬ 
geon. who was then postmaster m 
Santa Ana. asked me to move to 
Santa Ana and promised that I 
would be appointed postmaster 
Consequently, in 1887 I mov-ed 
and was appointed postmaster. I 
served a three-year unexpired 
term" 


"I'e.s, I gues.s you'd lall me an 
old-timer. W. B. Tedford re¬ 
marked on a visit here recently 
when asked to recount tales of 
early Santa Ana. "You see, I 
came to .Santa Ana with my par- 
ent.s in 1868—just 68 years ago." 

Mr. Tedford. who was at one 
time postmaster of Santa Ana and 
later a director of the Farmers 
and Merchants Savings bank, re¬ 
cently incorporated with the First 
National bank in Santa Ana. is 
today a resident of Sierra Madre. 

I was just a boy when my par¬ 
ents and I came across the plains 
from Missouri with a covered 
wagon train." Mr. Tedford re¬ 
called. "When we arrived in Green 
Valley in Northern California, 
there wasn't such a place as Santa 
Ana. On our way out here, we 
encountered several India.ns. and 
at one point we came across a 
group of pioneers who had just 
been raided by Indians. We saw 
the marauders going over a hill 
as we approached The Indians 
had taken all the traveleis’ horses 
Our prairie .schooners were pulled 
by o.xer. 

Then They Came South 

' In the fall of 1886 my family 
moved to Watsonville, where w-e 
became acquainted with William 
H Spurgeon. His property was 
near ours. In September. 1868. 
the Spurgeons and my family 
moved to Pajaro Valley It was 
while we were living there that 
Mr. Spurgeon, a man named Isaac 
W-Jliams. and my father, William 
Newton Tedford, heard of the fer- 
t'le valleys in the southern part of 
the state. 

"The three of them talked the 
matter over, and it was decided 
that Mr, Spurgeon and Mr. Wil¬ 
liams wouW travel south to find 
out if the rumors were true. It 
was in the summer of 1868 that 
•Mr. Spurgeon and Mr Williams 
set out.

Expenditure of Nearly $2,000,000 by Federal 
Government and County Climaxes Drive 
Started in 1888 to Improve Harbor

As early as 1865. when the side- 
wheel steamer Vaquero crept 
carefully into Newport bay for 
loads of hides, tallow and agri¬ 
cultural products, Newport-Balboa 
has been known as a shipping cen¬ 
ter and resort. 

Prom those early days, when 
pilots were needed to bring .ships 
through a dangerous. twi.sting 
channel, the Newport-Balboa area 
has developed into one of the most 
beautiful and best-known resort 
towns on the Coast, mainly due 
to a fine climate and unexcelled 
advantages for a beach com¬ 
munity. 

Four CoiiiniiiiiilieH 

Although Newport Beach and 
Balboa were incorporated as a city 
in 1906, the city government now 
embraces Lido Isle, Corona Del 
Mar. Newport Heights and Balboa 
Island. Development of the resort 
has followed closely development 
ot Orange county, through inter¬ 
est of inland residents in their 
nearest beach playground. 

Npw \.-alued at millions ot dol¬ 
lars, property where Newport 
Beach now stands was at one time 
purcha.sed for $1 per acre by the 
McFadden brothers. Swamp and 
overflow land, about 1000 acres 
were purchased from the state 
and includes the .sand pit where 
the thriving communities now 
stanrl. 

.Although the McFadden broth- 
cr."- owned a landing in the bay as 
early as 187.3. actual development 
as a .shipping port started in the 
late 1880'.s. when a wharf was 
built on the ocean front. Freight 
was hauled from inland by teams 
until tbp brothers built their rail¬ 
road from Santa Ana to the ship¬ 
ping center in 1892. 

tirowth Began in 1904 

During those years land was 
rented for erection of beach cot¬ 
tages and a hotei was built to 
handle increasing summer crowds, 
but the rental idea was not a suc- 
rc.ss and the property was later 
sold to W. S. Collins in 1903. Ac¬ 
tual growth of the city itself 
dates from subdivision of the 
property by Mr. Collins in 1904 

Land for the site of Balboa was 
purchased in 1900. with a syndi¬ 
cate composed of J. P. Greeley, 
Fred Beckwith, E. J. Lewis anci 


Two years after the city of 
Santa Ana was "born," a federal 
engineer recommended against any 
• leveiopment of Newport harbor. 

Forty-eight years later, as Santa 
.Ana plans to celebrate her golden 
anniversary, this outstading pleas¬ 
ure harbor has been completed at 
.Newport-Balboa through expedl- 
ture of nearly *2,000,000, a large 
portion of which was furnished by 
the federal government. 

The period in between the first 
action against development of the 
harbor and final completion of the 
port has been filled with hardship 
and trying times, with only the 
staunchest pioneers holding to 
their dream of a mighty harbor 
welcoming pleasure craft from all 
oorts of the world. 

Siir\e> ill 1888 

In 1888 the first federal survey 
"f the harbor was made, when 
.Major W. h. H Benyard reported 
unfavorably toward any federal 
development, mainly because a 
pier was being built on the ocean 
front that year to care for the 
large amount of shipping handled 
'h rough the por'. 

From lliiit rear until llhl.'i 
very little was done toward de¬ 
velopment of thi- harbor. .Actual 
improvemi'nl of the |H»rl began 
in 1905, when ci-rtain |K>rtions 
of the bay were dredged, not to 
iM-commodate shipping but to 
build up laud as part of a real ' 
estate scheme. Portions of east 
and west Newport and Lancas¬ 
ter's addition were filled in with 
dredged materials and parts of 
the ba.v were dcejwned in the 
process. 

The fust Hi lion by the city of 
.Newport Beaih toward harbor 
improvement was taken in 1917, 
when the stone jetty on the west 
side of the harbor enlranee was 
constructed at a cost of *125,000. 
The jetty was oiiginally 1840 feet 
in length. The following year, 
dredging in the “city channel" was 
started, with a channel 100 feet 
wide and nine feet deep running 
along the southern side of the bay 
from Newport to the entrance. 

The concrete east Jetty (720 feet 
ui length, was built by the city in 
1028 at a cost of about *100,000 
and the west jetty rebuilt at a 


cost of *400,000 In 1930 an addi¬ 
tional *200,000 was expended for 
dredging in the harbor entrance 
and con.struction of groins on the 
we.st jetty. 

Orange county first stepped into 
the picture in 1920, when *583,- 
882 was spent with the object of 
creating a commercial harbor. 
The Santa Ana river was diverted 
from the bay to prevent silting and 
the county channel, 16 feet deep 
and ranging from 100 to 1.50 feet 
wide, was dredged from the en¬ 
trance to the westerly end of the 
bay. 

Kex'onimend Big Project 
First action in the huge present 
development program was taken 
in 1933, when engineers reported 
favorably on a proposed program 
of dredging and other improve¬ 
ments to cost about *1,8:15,000. of 
which the government offered to 
bear about one-half the cost. Fol¬ 
lowing formation of a harbor dis¬ 
trict, embracing most of Orange 
county, the district voted *640,000 
in bonds for its share in the pro¬ 
gram on Dec. 19. 1933 

Final action by the govern¬ 
ment was on April 19, 1934, 
when an allocation of $918,000 
was made to the war depart¬ 
ment a.s the government's share 
of the work. 

.Actual dredging operations 

started in January. 1935, and were, 
completed last November. Re¬ 

moval of two ledges of rock was 
started in December. 1935, with 
ii.se of special equipment, and 
scheduled foi completion by 

June 1. 

t'hannels 20 Feet Deep 
Through extension of both jet¬ 
ties and the huge dredging pro¬ 
gram, the Newport area now of¬ 
fers a perfect haven for all types 
of pleasure craft. Main channels 
are dredged to a depth of 20 feet 
at low tide, allowing even the larg¬ 
est yachts to enter m .safety. Many 
mud-flats were removed from the 
bay and now the average craft 
may crui.se over all portions 
of the harbor m 10 feet of water 
at low tide. Deeper anchorages 
were dredged and a huge turning 
basin for larger craft completed at 
the western end of the hay. near 
the state highway

Did you know that the terms 
of Santa Ana's first city council- 
men were determined by lot 7 
It's true, and here's how it hap¬ 
pened—50 years ago. 

Just 50 years ago. June 1. 
1886, an election was held to de¬ 
cide whether Santa Ana should 
incorporate, the proposal carry¬ 
ing by a majority of 44 votes. 
Santa Ana at that time was still 
a part of Los Angeles county. 
This, Santa Ana's first election, 
held in the J. W. Layman 


was 
hotel. 

Killing two birds with one stone, 
Santa Anans elected their first 
city officials at the same time, 
old records now on file with City 
Clerk Ed Vegely reveal. The 
outcome of the election found W. 
H. Spurgeon, J. R. Porter, T. J. 
Harbin, John Avas and A. Snyder | 
elected to the council. Samuel 
Wilson was elected city clerk, , 
George Mosbaugh treasurer, and i 
Charles H. Peters city marshal. 

Spurgeon Named .^la.vor 

The first official meeting of the 
newly-elected council was held in 
Spurgeon hall, June 21. 1886, for 
the purpose of organizing. Im- ! 
mediately after the meeting was 
called to order by Councilman 
Snyder, Mr. Spurgeon was nomi¬ 
nated for the office of mayor by 
Coimcilman Porter and elected 
without a dissenting vote. 

At the second meeting of the 
council June 25, numerous ordi¬ 
nances necessary for the operation 
of a city government were passed. 
It was at this meeting that the 
terms of the councilmen were de¬ 
termined. 

Terms by Lots 

Lots were drawn, and as a re¬ 
sult of the drawing. Councilmen 
Porter and Spurgeon were chosen 
to serve four-year terms. The 
remaining three councilmen were 
to serve terms of three years 
each. 

Between the date of Santa Ana 
first city election and the pres-

Then, on July 11. 1846, the 

Stars and Stripes flew in the 
breeze over Fort Sutter. The flag 
was raised either by J. C. Fremont 
or Lieut. Ed. Kean. The Stars and 
Stripes still wave over the entire 
state.

Honors as first American child 
in Santa Ana have been attributed 
by some of the early residents to 
Tom Harlin, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Jefferson Harlin. The boy 
was born Jan. 23, 1871, and at¬ 
tended public school on Church 
street between Main and Syca- 
mor, and the old high school, lo¬ 
cated on the present site of the 
Y. M. C. A. 

Most hi.storian8 and remaining 
members of the original colony 
consider Lloyd Hill the first “na¬ 
tive son of Santa Ana," basing 
their conclusions on family rec¬ 
ords and recollections of his sis¬ 
ter, Mrs. Everts. 


Lusty dies of a baby boy bb 
years ago brought joy to his par-1 
ents and neighbors, for the child 
was Lloyd L. Hill, first American 
child born in the straggling set¬ 
tlement that later became Santa 
Ana. 

His parents were Jasper Hill and 
Maria English Hill, both members 
of pioneer families that had 
crossed the plains in cov'ered wag¬ 
ons. Mrs. Hill had come from 
Texas with her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert English; her sister, 
Jennie, who later became Mrs. W. 
H. Spurgeon; and several broth¬ 
ers. 

In December, 1870, Santa Ana 
w'as only a 14 -months-old hamlet, 
having been in existence since 
October 1869. To it, the Hills con¬ 
tributed its first "native son," 

The child grew up in Santa Ana, 
attending the tiny grade school on 
week days, going to one of the 
town's four churches on Sunday 
mornings, and learning to love the 
pleasant valley where W. H. Spur¬ 
geon had laid the foundations of a 
city in a mustard field. 

As the valley ranchers turned 
from varied food crops and vine¬ 
yards to orange and lemon culti¬ 
vation, Lloyd Hill became owner of 
one <4 the first oranges ranches in 
what is now the Lemon Heights 
section. At his retirement 10 or 
12 years ago, Mr, Hill moved to 
^ Long Beach, where his sister, Mrs.

That's only one of the memories 
of Mrs. Caroline Yoch Barnett, 
Santa Ana, converning the early 
days in "Our Village." 

Back when the gay 90’s were 
slipping away and the new cen¬ 
tury began, the Joseph Yoch hotel 
stood on the site of today’s Hotel 
Laguna. Here Madame Helena 
Modjeska and her fascinating hus¬ 
band, Count Bozenta, came for 
musicales, entirely impromptu and 
delightful. Here the now-famous 
Lester Donahue came as a bell¬ 
hop to the hotel. He could never 
be found, though, when a guest 
wanted service, for he’d be play¬ 
ing away on the piano with Mad¬ 
ame Modjeska cheering him on. 
Later she took him to play for 
Paderewski and straightway Don¬ 
ahue decided to make mu.sic his 
career. 

Frank .Miller Here 

Here the late Frank Miller of 
Riverside's Mi.ssion Inn fame and 
Mr. and Mrs. James Rice of Tustin 
added to the music, while out on 
: the ragged rocks by the ocean 
j Conway Griffith and Gardner 
i Symonds, the village’s first two 
j artists, plied sketch pencils and 
paintbru.shes over canvas. 

It was June to September at La¬ 
guna for everyone but the few 
farmers who lived there all-year. 
Water, for instance, was scarce for 
drinking purposes and had to be 
hauled from a spring at El Toro 
at five cents a bucket. 

Down in the gum grove, in the 
Fairy Woods, today still stands a 
frail old house brought around the 
Horn by Judge Humphreys a half- 
century or more ago and first used 
by the Jo.seph Y’och family. It’s 
been paintd up and has a brick 
fireplace now, but it represents the 
earliest days in Laguna. 

The Woman’s clubhouse is an¬ 
other of the very oldest buildings 
still standing, and it used to be a 
Laguna home. 

The Snobs, the Snoots and the 
Snips were the college, grammar 
and high .school youngsters of the 
day, and the Santa Ana and River¬ 
side colonics at Laguna vied with 
each other in a friendly manner. 

Danced on I'avilion 

Those were the days when La¬ 
guna had a pavilion for dancing 
Saturday night and Sunday school 
the following morning. Coal oil 
was used for lighting, and Fred 
Treffern, now of Santa Ana, ran a 
transportation business from the 
beach to El Toro. 

History is a bit sketchy, but the 
original resident is said to have 
been a man named Damron, who 
arrived on the scene in 1874. 
George W. 'I’hurston is generally 
acknowledged as an extremely ear¬ 
ly comer, and his son, Joe 'I’hurs¬ 
ton, is now a prominent resident. 
In the 70 s and 80 s camping was 
at its be.st, and soda pop at Nick 
Ish’s initial Laguna store was a 
favorite pastime. 

Gradually, gently, and then with 
a rush. Laguna grew and attracted 
more arrd more settlers, until now 
the days of “come to see us and 
stay ail winter,’ or "let’s all get

FOUR PAPERS 
HERE IN '86 


Today Santa Ana has two daily 
new'spapers. The Santa Ana Jour¬ 
nal and The Santa Ana Register. 
The Bulletin and the Independent 
publish weekly. 

The newspaper picture hasn’t 
changed much in 50 years. In 1886 
Santa Ana had four newspapers, 
two dailies and two weeklies. 

First paper on the scene was the 
Santa Ana Valley News, which was 
begun in 1875 by Nap Donovan, in 
one room down on East Fourth 
street. Editor Donovan was a pio¬ 
neer in more than one sense of the 
word. He pioneered in sprightly 
go.ssip columns, and in food ad¬ 
vertising, and he made the News 
into a good newspaper. 

Spurgeon Buys Pajier 

So good, in fact, that W. H. 
Spurgeon, whose finger was in 
every important pie, finally bought 
him out, together with J. C. Fruit 
and James McFadden. Politics 
even then had a great influence on 
the publishing picture — Messrs. 
Spurgeon, Fruit and McFadden 
had interests to protect, and 
needed a newspaper to do it. 

In 1877 Donovan, who couldn’t 
stay out of the game, moved down 
the street and provided a little 
competition for his erstwhile sheet. 
He founded the Santa Ana Herald, 
and showed folks that two could 
grow where one had grown before. 

This second papei' was so suc¬ 
cessful that in 1880 Jacob Ross 
bought it, and administered its af¬ 
fairs for a year. In 1881 Alonzo 
Waite, an aggressive, hard-hitting, 
editor, took it over, and ran it for 
eight years, until he suspended 
publication in 1889. 

Bliule Enters Field 

At least two of the reasons for 
the collapse of the Herald were 
the advents of the Pacific Weekly 
Blade, in 1886, almost coincident 
with the chartering of Santa Ana, 
and the Weekly Times, which had 
started in 1879. 

W. E. X. Parker and A. J. Wa¬ 
terhouse founded and operated the 
Blade, and three yars later, when 
the first board of supervisors in¬ 
serted its first legal advertisement, 
the copy went to the Blade. 

The Weekly Times, which by 
then had reached the honorable 
age of seven years under the guid-

ganized the First National Bank 
of Santa Ana and served as its 
president. He was elected to the 
state legi.slature in 1887, and two 
years later led agitation for for¬ 
mation of Orange county, a plan 
larricd out by partitioning the 
.southern part of Los Angeles 
county in 1889. 

On Mr. Spurgeon’s eightieth 
birthday, also the city’s fortieth 
anniversary and the county’s twen¬ 
tieth. officials and busine.ss men 
presented the founder with a 
beautifully decorated, hand-writ- 
ten parchment, tribute to his 
years of effort that resulted in 
opportunity for thousands of 
others. 

.Su|>ervisors’ ( hairmuii 

In 1872, Mr. Spurgeon married 
■Mi.ss Jennie English, whose father 
iro.ssed the plains from Mis.souri 
to Texa.s, and thence to California 
in 1861, settling in El Monte. 
During the years following incor¬ 
poration of the city in 1886, he 
.served as chairman of the first 
board of county supervisors, presi¬ 
dent of the Santa Ana Gas and 
Electric company, president of the 
Santa Ana Valley Irrigation com¬ 
pany, and held other positions of 
trust. 

He donated the lot for the 
church now known as the Spur¬ 
geon Memorial Methodist church. 
Railroad interests bought his 20- 
acre home site on East Fourth 
street, and the courthouse site was 
acquired from him after he held 
it 25 years. 

After two years of ill health, 
Mr. Spurgeon died in 1915, at the 
age of 86. He is survived by 
his daughter, Mrs. R. L. Bisby, 
and two sons. William H. Spur¬ 
geon, jr., and Robert Granville 
Spurgeon. 


To the late William Henry Spur- 
' geon. energetic and far seeing 
I Kentuckian, the present .’13,.'100 in- 
' habitants of Santa Ana are in- 
j debted for c.stabli.shment of the 
city in 1869, and for the impetus 
j given by him to nearly every up¬ 
building program in the city and 
j county during his lifetime. 

I Ob.servanre of the fiftieth an¬ 
niversary of the city’s incorpora¬ 
tion, which occurred June 1. 1886. 
will serve as a fitting occasion for 
recalling Mr. .Spurgeon's life and 
activities. 

One of few cities laid out and 
planned at its inception, rather 
than being left for a “mu.shoom" 
growth, is .Santa Ana, now one 
of the most beautiful places in 
Southern Galifornia, noted for its 
fine, shaded streets, attractive 
residences and an inviting ami en¬ 
terprising business district. 

I’ioiieer Heritage 

In buying 76 acres of the great 
Rancho Santiago de .Santa Ana, 
laying out the town with the aiil 
of George Wright, and establi.sh- 
ing the fir.st business here, Mr. 
Spurgeon was following the pion¬ 
eering heritage received from his 
parents. His father, Granville 
Spurgeon, was de.scended from an 
English family which came to 
America during the Colonial pe¬ 
riod. 

William Henry .Spurgeon was 
born on a farm in Henry county, 
Ky., Oct. 10, 1839. In 1830 the 
family moved to Indiana and in 
1840, to Clark county. Mo., where 
.Santa Ana's founder received his 
.schooling. Hearing of the dis¬ 
covery of gold in California, Will¬ 
iam Spurgeon .sailed from New 
York to I’anama and thence to 
.San Franci.sco. Four year's work 
in Northern California gold mines 
brotight him a modest fortune, 
enabling him to return east and 
enter busine.ss in Athens, Mo. 

I'lenly of Traveling 

A few years later he accom¬ 
panied his parents on their over¬ 
land journey to California, and 
went to Ixjs Angeles in 1867. 
There his wife died and he again 
returned to .Mi.s.souri. By 1869. 
he was back in California, buying 
76 acres of the Rancho Santiago 
de Santa Ana. a noted pasturage 
of 62,000 acre.s, almost entirely 
trecle.ss. 

After laying out the city with 
the a.ssistance of George Wright, 
a civil engineer, he erected a 
.small redwooil store, supplying 
general merchandi.se. To bring , 
the stage to Santa .\na. off the \ 
Los Angeles-San Diego line run¬ 
ning through Tustin, Mr. Spur¬ 
geon built at his own expense 
three miles of road. ' 

To encourage colonization, for 
a time he gave one lot free for 
each lot i)Urcha.scd. He put down ; 
the first artesian well, first of his ' 
public utilities activities. He 
served as jtostmaster, Wells-Fargo 
Company agent, storekeeper and 
colony leader, and was elected 
president of the city’s first board

When Santa Ana first became 
a city, a community on the .site 
where Olive now stanils was 
breathing its la.st. 

During the years of formation 
of a city here, the community of 
Burruel Point was e.xpiring. One 
of the three oldest settlements in 
Orange county, Burruel I’oint, or 
Lower Santa Ana, was founded by 
two sons of Don Antonio Yorba, 
Tomas and Teodosio, when they 
con.structed adobe homes and 
brought their families to live in 
the fruitful area. 

No signs of the old community 
now remain. Adobe walls of the 
homes of original settlers have 
returned to the dust from which 
they came. The last of the old 
Yorba family to live in that area 
was one of the Burruel family, a 
son-in-law of Don Teodosio Yorha. 

The present town of Olive was 
started at some time in the 1880’s. 
during the boom which was wide¬ 
spread over the county, and fir.st 
named Oiive Point after old olive 
trees planted by the Yorba family. 
I-ater the name was shortened to 
Olive. 

At one time this community was 
somewhat of a manufacturing cen¬ 
ter, with a flour mill, which was 
owned and operated by county 
busine.S3 men. Later there were 
two tile factories, one of which is 
still operating.

Church at Tustin 
Six Years Older

The Advent Christian church at 
Tustin is a landmark built about 
1880. six years before Santa Ana 
was incorporated. It has been re¬ 
stored in keeping with the architec¬ 
ture of the period when it was 
built, and today Is one of few re¬ 
minders of the type of public and 
church buildings of that time. 

The church was rebuilt about 18 
months ago.

Huntington Beach started life 
about 1900, under the name of 
Pacific City, as a recreation and 
beach-home site. In 190< the hold¬ 
ings of the Pacific City Syndicate 
were sold to the Huntington Beach 
Company, headed by H. E. Hunt¬ 
ington, and the name of the town 
was changed to its present one. 

Development of the city was 
slow until the oil boom, when 
Standard, Richfield and other large 
companies led in the development 
of the rich fields in the city. 

The city has had since 1906, 
when a quantity of land behind it 


Pre.sidcnt Grover Cleveland was 
puzzling over national problems 
in the White House when William 
H. Spurgeon was being elected 
president of Santa Ana's first 
board of trustees, following incor¬ 
poration of the city June 1. 1886. 

Indian uprisings were frequent, 
due to breaking of governmental 
treaties and mistreatment of In¬ 
dians on reservations.

.Man.v Strikes Then 

Labor movements reached a 
crisis while Santa Anans were 
busy building new homes and set¬ 
tling in Mr. Spurgeon’s young city. 
More than twice as many strikes 
occurred in 1886 than in any pre¬ 
vious year. 

More money than the govern¬ 
ment could use was pouring into 
the national treasury, and the 
President could not get his recal¬ 
citrant congress to lower ta.x rates 
and tariff and slow the flow of 
money. 

A month after Santa Ana re¬ 
ceived its incorporation papers, 
two American fishing schooners 
were seized by Canadian authori¬ 
ties in a dispute over fi.shing 
rights, which dragged along for 
.several years after first threats of 
trouble with Great Britain .sub¬ 
sided. 

Interest in Canal 

Interest in a proposed sea-to-sea 
canal across N’icaragua, a rival 
project to De Le.ssep’s Panama 
canal, was great on the West 
coast, but congre.ss hung back, 
waiting three years before chart¬ 
ering a company which finally 
faileil, to the delight of Panama 
canal enthu.siasts who wanted the 
gov'ernment to take over the work 
abandoned by De Le.sseps in 1888. 

Santa Anans took a lively in¬ 
terest in these events similar 
in many respects to current 
.social, political and economic prob¬ 
lems being discussed as the city’s 
fiftieth anniversary is celebrated. 
Businesses and enterpri.ses were 
being started in the new city 
which would be affected by na¬ 
tional conditions, and the first 
citizens of Santa Ana set a prece¬ 
dent for alertness and energy that 
is characteristic of residents to¬ 
day.

The biggest di.saster that ever 
struck Ssinta Ana was not a flood, 
nor an earthquake. 

It was a fungus. 

Seventy years ago, when South¬ 
ern California was being re-dis- 
covererl. this was a land of plen- 


ing became apparent. Failures 
cropped up on every hand. 

Depended on Grapes 

Distraught farmers tried every¬ 
thing they knew. Specialists were 
sent for, came and could do noth¬ 
ing. Vines continued to wither 
and rot, and for awhile it 
looked as though the entire dis¬ 
trict would wither with them. What 
was to be Orange county had 
come to depend on grapes for its 
mainstay livelihood. Orange still 
were not the huge sueee.ss they 
are today. 

Eventually, and before the year 
was through, the word "grape” 
was anathema, and for the sim¬ 
ple rea.son that it meant disas¬ 
ter. In time every grape vine 
was torn out. anti the rani’hers 
turneil to other things. 

Name Piiinted Out 

In every town a mute memento 
of the county's greatest di.sa.ster 
remained for years— street signs, 
formerly "Grape street,” painted 
over with other names No one 
could even bear to sec the word. 

There have been other disasters 
which tried the spirit and cour¬ 
age of Santa Ana. In 1884 there 
was a terrific flood which, if it 
had occurred today, would have 
cau.sed tremendous property dam¬ 
age. In 1889 the great Southern 
California land boom collap.sed. 
and for awhile conditions were 
pretty bad; but the boom brought 
many good things, too. The panic 
of 1893 came and was forgotten 
eventually. 

In 1916 there occurred the ma¬ 
jor flood of this century in Or¬ 
ange county. While Santa Ana 
itself tlid not .suffer so much di¬ 
rect damage, it did suffer tre¬ 
mendously through destruction of 
values in surrounding farm lands. 

Another flood occurred in 1927. 
This was not nearly so bad as that 


C. E. Utt, of Tustin, says that 
when he came here there were 
oranges, lemons, limes, citron, 
peaches, apricots, nectarines, 
plums, quince, pears, apples, figs, 
prunes, walnuts, almonds, olives 
and grapes being grown. 

Plenty to Eat 

What you could call a land of 
plenty.

Around Anaheim thou¬ 
sands of acres were under culti¬ 
vation. Wineries were abundant. 
Some of the finest wine grapes in 
the world were grown here. The 
raisin grape industry was flour¬ 
ishing.

Then Santa Ana's major ca¬ 
tastrophe struck. 

In 1886, the year Santa Ana 
became a city, a blight struck the 
grapes, first in Anaheim, and 
later In other .sections of the vi¬ 
cinity.

When the city of Santa Ana was 
but one year old. far-sighted 
pioneers of northern Orange 
county laid the groundwork of 
what was to become, 17 years 
later, the city of Fullerton. 

In 1887 the two Amerige broth¬ 
ers, George and Edward, hunte<l 
quail in the mustard flats north of 
Anaheim. They were on vacation 
from the East, but found pros¬ 
pects so bright in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia that they decided to remain 

Edward Amerige drove the first 
stake setting out the townsite of 
Fullerton on July 5, 1887. The 
brothers, through organized ef¬ 
forts, convinced the Santa Fe rail¬ 
road officials their new line .should 
pass through Fullerton, and from 
that time, succe.ss of the commun¬ 
ity was as.sured. 

Shortly thereafter the Wilshirc 
brothers bought an interest in the 
townsite. The four brothers or¬ 
ganized the Pacific Land and Im¬ 
provement Co. with George H. 
Fuller. Santa Fe official, as presi¬ 
dent. The directors wished to call 
the town “Amerige,” honoring the 
brothers, but they declined the 
honor and so the new community 
was named Fullerton, honoring the

There was no jailer, but every ■ 
member of the three-man police ; 
force had a key. 

Then, Two Jails 
In 1886, when the city was born, 
there was just one jail, in the 
same place. Later on they built a 
countv jail next door, with three 
cells, and then they had two jails. 
The rock pile was in between, and 
Sheriff Theo Lacy used to see that 
the jail birds broke a lot of big 
ones into little ones. 

The first town marshal back in 
1886 was Charley Peters. He was 
the head man, and took charge 
of things. There were Charley 
Reed and Jim Fisk, who never 
directed any traffic, but were po¬ 
licemen just the same. 

That “Sunken Place” 

Walter Tedford and Jim Buck- 
ley, together with Sheriff Lacy, 
were the county’s protection in 
those days when the community 
was young. The old jail is all gone 
now. When the county built a 
new one in 1896, between what is 
now the court house and the hall 
of records, the city began board¬ 
ing its prisoners out. That sunken

He w-as city 
engineer at the time Santa Ana 
installed its first municipal water 
system, and has followed its de¬ 
velopment since that time. Col. 
FYnley has been an Important fig¬ 
ure in the history of Santa Ana 
and Orange eounty. 

My first memory of a Santa 
Ana water supply was when I ar¬ 
rived in this small village in 1878. 

At that time the scattered resi¬ 
dences around the business section 
were supplied from individual 
shallow wells. 

A portion of the business houses 
were furnished with water from 
an artesian well 300 feet deep, 
located on the ground now occu¬ 
pied by the W. H, Spurgeon build¬ 
ing, which was operated by Mr. 
Spurgeon. 

Windmill Installed 

Soon afterward there was a de¬ 
mand for water in the second 
stories of buildings, which the nat¬ 
ural pressure from the well would 
not reach, and a windmill and 
3000-gallon tank were installed 
for meeting the requirements.

Fifty years or more of commer¬ 
cial citrus growing in Orange 
county has thoroughly rlemon- 
straterl the adaptability of the 
county's natural elements to that 
Industry. The introduction of the 
orange to what is now Orange 
county dates hack to the foun<l- 
ing of the .Mission Ran Juan Cap¬ 
istrano in the year 1776. .shortly 
after the signing of the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence. an<l while 
this territory wa.s still under the 
Rpani.sh reign. 

The various fruits, among them 
the orange, fig and olive, were 
brought from Ixjwer California by 
the Franciscan fathers under the 
le.adership of Father Junipero 
Rerra, who planted them in gar¬ 
dens within the protecte<I grounds 
of the mi.ssions. The success of 
these early plantings convince<l 
the pioneers that the climatic and 
soil conditions were favorable to 
citrus fruit pro<lu<'tion. Th<‘ first 
commercial planting in Grange 
county was the two acres of I’at- 
ter.son Bowers ai Orange in 187."!. 
The Gilman an<l Chapman or¬ 
chards at Placentia were al.so 
among the earliest commendal or¬ 
ange plantings.

workers devoted to their art. whose 
activities .soon engendered a dis¬ 
tinct community spirit and made 
Laguna "the beach that is dif¬ 
ferent. " And that spirit still pre¬ 
vails.

recognized professional standing 
in the art world, and references to 
the same are frequently seen in 
art publications throughout the 
world.

Nothing can happen to you today 
that Orange county's medical pro- 
fesison and facilities are not pre¬ 
pared to combat. Fine hospitals, 
splendid physicians and surgeons, 
ambulance service and every ad¬ 
vantage of modern science can be 
pressed into service in a moment. 

But think of the days when 
Santa Ana was young I 

From the reminiscence.s of Dr. 
Charles D. Ball; "With no hos¬ 
pital and no white linened nurses, 
often without an anesthetic, poor¬ 
ly equipped with instruments, on 
he kitchen table maybe, these 
pioneers {doctors' operated the 
strangulated hernia, the fractured 
skull, amputated legs and arms, 
.sutured wounded intestines and 
performed other major surgery 
with surprisingly good results." 
Greenleaf P’irsl 

Dr. Eli F. Greenleaf was Santa 
Ana's first physician. He located 
in the village in 1870. and died 
here 13 years later, three years 
before the city's incorporation. 

Dr. Greenleaf was followed here 
in the same year by Dr. Alexander 
H. Rowan, who practiced In the 
fledgling city until 1888, when he 
moved to San Juan Capistrano. Dr. 
Rowan was a brother-in-law of the 
city’s founder, W. H. Spurgeon. 

Dr. Willella Howe Waffle came 
to Santa Ana in 1888, and previous 
to that time Dr. Jasper N. Burt- 
nett had located here. 

Association Formed 

Formation of the Orange County 
•Medical association followed with¬ 
in three years of the city's incor¬ 
poration. shortly after Orange 
county divided from Los Angeles 
county. Dr. Ball, from whose rec¬ 
ollections this material is gleaned, 
was an officer of the first hoard 
of the association. 

Our hospitals today are tribute 
to the progress of the medical sci¬ 
ence in Orange county from those 
early days. 

The Santa Ana Valley hospital 
was established in 1900. and is the 
city's poineer medical institution. 
It first was located on Washing¬ 
ton street, but its rapid growth 
necessitated some years ago the 
erection of a modern plant on Wel¬ 
lington street, with accommoda¬ 
tion and every facility for 50 pa¬ 
tients. ‘ 

Other Hospitals 

Largest hospital in the county 
is the Orange county hospital, lo¬ 
cated at the end of Chapman ave¬ 
nue, just outside Santa Ana and 
Orange. It maintains 260 beds, 
and is managed by Dr. Harry 
Zaiser, who has been in charge for 
many years. Last month ground 
was broken for the construction 
of a new $40,000 tuberculosis ward, 
giving added protection. 

St. Joseph's hospital, also lo¬ 
cated on Highway 101 near Or¬ 
ange, but considered as serving 
Santa Ana primarily, was built in 
1929, at a cost of about $600,000. 
It is operated by the Catholic 
Sisters of St. Joseph, and at pres¬ 
ent maintains 100 beds

What Was Paid Out 

In analyzing the co.st of glow¬ 
ing and preparing the fruit for 
the market last year, it is in¬ 
teresting to note that atxiut $1.- 
750,000 was expended for picking 
and hauling labor: $2,1.50,000 was 
paid by the growers for packing 
house labor: $2,700,000 was the 
bill paid by Orange count.v 
growers for boxes and packing 
material: .$610,000 covered mis¬ 
cellaneous expenses in connection 
with the handling of the fruit. 
The fertilizer bill for the citrus 
industry last year in this county 
alone approached $1,800,000. the 
pest control bill $1,500,000, culti¬ 
vation $700,000. and the water bill 
for irrigation slightly under $1.- 
000.000. 

From the above data it is read¬ 
ily appreciated that the new 
wealth brought into Orange coun¬ 
t.v through the channels of the 
citrus industry goes a long way 
toward maintaining the life and 
progress of Orange county com¬ 
munities.

Santa Ana’s first bank was 
launched about five years liefore 
the city was incorporated. In De¬ 
cember, 1881, B. F. Siebert came 
here from Anaheim and opened a 
bank in this city at the southea.st 
comer of Fourth and Broadway. 
It was reported that the first day’s 
deposits amounted to $28,000. 

Today Santa -Ana has four flour¬ 
ishing banks, the First National, 
the Bank of America, the Security- 
First National bank of Los An¬ 
geles, and the Commercial Nation¬ 
al bank. 

The First National bank on last 
March 4 had resources of $10,767,- 
422.25. Of this total, loans and 
discounts amounted to $5,062,- 
7.34.52, Depo.vts amounted to 
$9,539,797.13. 

Resources of the Commercial 
National bank totalled $1,652,- 
253,12. of which loans and dis¬ 
counts accounted for $691,517.17. 
Deposits were $1,382,621.86. 

First National Officers 

The Security First National 
bank of Los Angeles had deposits 
of approximately $.3,500,000 and 
loans of $1,125,000. 

The Bank of America is the 
largest Orange county branch of 
this huge banking organization.

In the middle nineties I made 
•semi-monthly business trips from 
Santa Ana to El Toro and Capis¬ 
trano.

Farm Bureau Owes 
Existence to 
War Food Pinch 


The Orange county farm bureau 
owes its existence to the World 
war. 

Back in the exciting days of 
1917, when the government was 
urging all agriculturists to raise 
all possible foodstuffs, special 
agents found personal contact 
with ranchers almost impossible. 
Therefore state and federal gov¬ 
ernments agreed to place a local 
resident agent, to be known as an 
exten.sion service agent, in prin¬ 
cipal ranching counties of the 
country. 

Also stipulated was formation 
of a nonpolitical, nonsectarian and 
nonsecret organization, which 
must be self-.supporting. In this 
fa.shion farm bureaus were formed 
throughout the country, as an aid 
during a national emergency.

Tells Results of 
Orchard Survey 


ard operations. With some such 
simple system as given in these 
cost studies, the grower can make 
an intelligent analysis of the ef¬ 
ficiency of his farm business and 
his management operations, and 
thereby make changes that may 
favorably affect the production 
and returns of the orchard. ' 

347 Boxes Per Acre 

The 1935 summary of production 
and cost data reported by 60 rep¬ 
resentative Valencia orchards {over 
10 years old) in Orange county 
from La Habra to Irvine, shows 
that the average yield was 247 
packed boxes per acre including 
all fruit. The 10 most profitable 
orchards in the study averaged 
376 packed boxes per acre and the 
10 least profitable 138 boxes. Only 
two seasons in the 10-year period 
covered by this report had higher 
average yields. They were 1929 
with 275 packed boxes per acre 
aiv.l 1931 with 250 boxes. The 
average yield for the 10-year pe¬ 
riod is 217 packed boxes per acre. 
The highest production reported in 
1935 was 461 packed boxes per 
acre. 

Keturns and Costs 

lire average age of the orchards 
reporting was 21 years in 1935. 
Returns reported last year aver¬ 
aged $1.28 per packed box all 
grades, to the grower, including 
picking and hauling. This com¬ 
pares with $1.95 per box in 1934 
and $2.11 per box for the 10-year 
average. 

Costs are grouped into four 
main divisions—labor, material, 
cash overhead and investment 
overhead. Segregated labor costs 
per acre averaged as follows: 
Pruning and brush disposai $8.74, 
planting cover crop $0.16, apply¬ 
ing bulky fertilizer $2.75, apply¬ 
ing concentrated fertilizer $1.12, 
fumigation labor $11.71, spraying 
labor $8.72, disease control $1.98, 
frost protection $4.17, care of 
windbreak $0.84, cultivation $10.93, 
furrowing for irrigation $4.16, ir¬ 
rigating $5.24, miscellaneous $2.06, 
picking $23.86, hauling $7.43; aver¬ 
age total labor cost per acre 
$75.68. 

Material Costs 

Itemized costs per acre for the 
various materials needed in the 
production of oranges were; 
Water $12.68, cover crop seed 
$0.97, fertilizer $30.43, fumigation 
materials $13.75, spraying mate¬ 
rials $9.95, frost protection $5.77, 
miscellaneous $0.33; average total 
material cost per acre $58.15. 

The average water usage last 
year in these orchards was 16 
acre inches per acre. 

General expense (telephone, use 
of car, etc.) $6.69 per acre, county 
taxes $18.21, machinery * repairs 
$0.94, compensation insurance 
$0.77, other cash costs $0.48, aver¬ 
age total cash overhead cost per 
acre $26.01. 

Interest on the investment at 5 
per cent amounted to $83.98 per 
acre and depreciation $35.96. 

Water Limit Found 

Among the more important ob¬ 
servations derived from the 10- 
year orchard efficiency study in 
Orange county, it is apparent that 
conservative irrigation practice is 
conducive to better production and 
returns from the orchard than is 
excessive irrigation. Records over 
10 years show no advantage from 
applying more than 18 acre inches 
of water per acre annually. Most 
of the high profit orchards have 
reported this water usage or less. 

Experience over a long period 
of time shows definitely that less 
frequent stirring of the soil is 
beneficial to tilth, root develop¬ 
ment and moisture penetration. 
The most profitable orchards re¬ 
ported less cultivation cost than 
the less profitable orchards. The 
trend is decidedly downward. 

Citrus trees respond to good fer¬ 
tilizer practice. Maintenance of 
soil fertility is essential. The most 
profitable orchards reported heav¬ 
ier application of fertilizer than 
the less profitable orthards.
